At first Mr. Smith 
Was evasive. 

“On Dec, 9 I made no note to the Car- 
negie Trust Company,”’ he said, and added 
afier a pause, ““I owe no money to the 
Carnegie at the present time.’’

City Chamberlain Hyde arrived in New 
York on Jan. 15. The note of his private 
secretary was taken up, and the interest 
as well as the principal paid, just nine 
days later, on Jan. 24. 

G. Tracey Rogers Pays Up. 

Secretary Smith's note is not the only 
one that has been redeemed since the 
Carnegie Trust Company closed its doors 
in obedience to an order from the State 
Banking Department. G. Tracey Rogers, 
whose alleged activities as a lobbyist for 
the traction companies were revealed both 
in the Hotchkiss inquiry and the proceed- 
ings of the legislative investigating com- 
mittee, appeared yesterday and paid off 
his note for $25,000, which, along with 
the note of City Chamberlafh Hyde's sec- 
retary, was included in the inventory of 
assets filed by the State Banking Depart- 
ment with the County Clerk last week. 

Mr. Rogers’s note was also a demand 
loan. But, unlike Mr. Smith's note, so 
far as the inventory shows, Mr. Rogers’s 
note was secured by certain shares of 
stocks in the Binghamton Railway and 
the Rutland Railhway. Light & Power 
Company. Mr. Rogers called first upon 
the State Banking Superintendent yester- 
day, then at the Carnegie Trust Company 
aoe paid the note and accrued interest to 

ate. 

Several politicians and others to whom 
demand loans had been made by the Car- 
nesie are also said to have paid up in the 
last few weeks, but their names’ were 
withheld by the Banking Department of- 
ficials yesterday. It is generally sup- 
posed that some of those who have has-

DOROTHY GIBB ODDLY BURNED 


Electric Spark Sets Fire to Her Hair— 
Mother Stifles Flames with Furs. 








Miss Dorothy Gibb, a daughter of the 
late Arthur Gibb of 14 East Fifty-fifth 
Street, who was head of the firm of Fred- 
erick Loeser & Co. of Brooklyn, is recov- 
ering in the New York Hospital from se- 
vere burns she sustained on Friday after- 
noon, while having her hair dressed in a 
downtown hair-dressing establishment. 
Her escape from more serious injury was 
considered remarkable. 

Miss Gibb visited the shop accompanied 
by her mother, who stood near her#¢while 
the hair-dresser worked. The dresser 
used an electrical apparatus. Suddenly 
there was a sharp explosion and a spark

Miss Gibb cried out in pain, and, blinded 
by the smoke and flame about her, tried 
in vain to beat out the fire with her 
hands. The hair-dresser fell back and 
rushed around in search of something 
to stifle the flames. Mrs. Gibb alone had 
sufficient presence of mind to tear off 
the heavy fur stole she was wearing and 
to throw it over her daughter's head, 
muffling the flames beneath it and beat- 
ing them out. 

Both mother and daughter were hys- 
terical, and at first it was thought Miss 
Gibb had been dangerously injured. She 
was driven in an automobile with her 
mother to the Nev® York Hospital. There 
it was found that her injuries consisted of 
minor burnge about the hands and a slight 
burn on the left shoulder, but much of 
her hair had been burned away. It was 
said at the hospital last night that the 
accident will probably not leave any scar, 
and that Miss Gibb will be able to leave 
the hospital in a few days. Her mother 
was still ill from the shock at her home 
yesterday.

Policeman with a Lantern Finds Him 
Just in Time, Almost Submerged 
in Slush and icy Water.

Edward Burrell, 4% years old, was tod- 
dling along behind his mother yesterday 
afternoon trying to keep his baby brother, 
who hung cooing over his mother’s shoul- 
der, in good humor. This was at Eighty- 
sixth Street and East End Avenue, and 
the time was 1:55 P. M. As they crossed 
from the east side of the street to the west 
to go to their home at 320 East Ninetieth 
Street, they passed close to an open man- 
hole of a sewer into which Stephen Gray, 
a street sweeper, was shoveling snow and 
slush. A bank of snow hid the manhole 
from view. Gray was a dozen yards away 
with his back turned, busy with his work. 

Suddenly the baby stopped cooing. 
Mrs. Burrell turned around to speak to 
little Edward, but he wasn’t there. She 
saw the open manhole and gave a scream. 
A vard or two in advance was her sister 
with another child. 

‘‘ Wddie’s in the sewer—he fell into that 
hole: ’’ shouted Mrs. Burrell. She ran to 
where Gray was methodically 
the street and hysterically told him her 
tears. Gray was unconvinced. 

‘Why,’ he declared, unsympathetic- 
ally, ‘‘ your kid didn’t fal] in there. I've 
been here all the time, and I didn’t see 
anytning. You must be mistakén.”’

Street Sweeper Wouldn’t Helip. 


Gray was still unconvinced. He went on 
shoveling snow while the distracted moth- 
er, with her baby crying shrilly, screamed 
for help. Her sister ran as fast as she 
could to find a policeman. A few minutes 
later she rushed into the East Wighty- 
To Lieut. Hawkins 
she told what had happened as coher- 
enily as her excited condition would per- 
mit, and he hurried Policeman Larkin 
back with her to the scene of the acci- 
dent. . 

That particular_part ofthe city is a 
lonely place even in the daytime. East 
End Avenue fronts on Carl Schurz Park, 
and few pedestrians use the thoroughfare 
in the Winter. When the policeman and 
Mrs. Burrell’s. sister reached the spot 
Mrs. Burrell was still pleading with the 
street sweeper. He was as firmly con- 
vinced as ever that the child had not 
fallen into the sewer. 

Mrs. Burrell tore away the manhole 
cover, which Gray had replaced, and, 
leaning\into the hole, shouted to the little 
boy. When he didn’t answer, she tried to 
leap into the hole herself, but was re- 
strained by Policeman Larkin. Although 
there was no visible evidence that the 
boy had fallen into the sewer, Larkin was 
sure the mother’s instincts were right, 
and hurried back to the station house and 
asked for help. Lieut. Hawkins sent 
along several more policemen and called 
up the Eighty-ninth Street branch of the 
Water Department, and also the Sewer 
Department. He remembered that Sergt. 
Michael J. Mulhall] of Harbor Squad A 
was doing some repair work at the foot 
of East Eighty-seventh Street, and he 


sent him a hurry call to bring along a 
ladder, lantern, and ropes. 
Police to the Rescue. 

By the time Mulhall! and several more 
policemen reached the place a throng had 
collected. Mrs. Burrell and her sister 
had become hysterical, but they urged 
the men to go into the sewer. Muthall 
had taken his boat to the foot of East 
Highty-sixth Street, and he left a man 
on guard at the sewer opening where it 
empties into the Last River. While he 
was preparing to enter the sewer at the 
manhole where the boy had disappeared, 
this policeman came running up with lit- 
tle Edward's cap. That was positive 
proof that the boy had fallen into the 
sewer, and even the street sweeper was 
convineed. Upon seeing the cap Mrs. 
Burrell fainted. 

Mulhall and a young man named -Lea 
Keiser of 307 East Ninety-third Street 
climbed down the ladder they had pushed 
into the sewer and started on a hunt for 
the boy. In the meantime others ran 
along the street and opened the other 
manholes in the direction of thre river 
From Bighty-sixth Street to the river is 
about 500 feet, and there are two more 
manholes within this distance. __ 

Mulhall and Keiser stumbled through 
the sewer, carefully examining the bot- 
tom and sides by the light of their lantern 
and shouting continually to the boy. They 
had traversed about half the distance, 250 
feet, when Mulhall, who was in the lead, 
gave a shout. A few feet ahead, on his 
hands and knees and clinging with his 
hands to-the brick wall of the sewer, they 
saw the object of their search. Only the 
iad’s head was visible above the sncw 
and slush, and they thought he was 
drowned and that the body had lodged 
there. 


Saved Just in Time. 
Mulhall ran forward and caught up the 
boy in his arms. He /was still alive and 
began to cry. A few feet ahead was 


another manhole with a policeman peer- 
ing down, -” 5 

“Bring the ladder, we've got him, 
shouted Mulhall. A moment later littie 
Edward was thrust through the opening 
and eagerly seized by a score of hands. 
They carried him to a rest station in the 
park and waited for an ambulance to ar- 
rive from the Presbyterian Hospital. By 
the time it reached the station the boy 
was sitting up talking to his rescuers. 
Every one, even the boy’s mother, who 
was now hysterical with joy, wondered 
that he was alive. Soon a surgeon ar- 
rived, and, wrapped in warm biankets, 
the boy was taken to the hospital, 

Tt was 3:20 o'clock ‘when he was taken 
out of the sewer, so that he had been in 
the sewer an hour and twenty-five min- 
utes. He had fallen 12 feet, but alighting 
on a heap of snow the fall had not hurt 
hin. He was saved from drowning by 
keeping his senses: When rescued, how- 
ever, he was so thoroughly chilled by the 
icy water that he could not have held on 

any minutes longer. 

Within two hours after he was rescued 
the boy was back at home, apparently 
none the worse for his terrible experience. 
His parents and other members of the 
family were busy exploring the neighbor- 
hood for good things for him to eat when 
Sergeant-Mulhall dropped in to see how he 
was getting along. 

“The little chap,’’ said Mulhall, as he 
stroked the boy’s ruddy cheeks,”’ hasn't a 
scratch on him. This boy was never borr

A tinkle of falling glass called the at- 
tention of Policeman Morrell, on duty at 
Third Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street at 
10:15 o'clock, to a burst of flame pouring 
from the third story of the structure. 
Morrell sent in an alarm, and with 
Petrolman Muschmaker aroused the ten- 
ants of the five-story tenement house to 
the west of the burning building. . 

On the fourth floor they found Mrs. Jo- 
sephine Moore, 60 years old, partly over- 
come by the flames. Morrell carried her 
to the street and then to a restaurant 
at Fifty-eighth Street and Third Ave- 
nue, where she was revived by Dr. Jones 
of Flower Hospital: On the fifth floor 
Muschmaker found Mrs. Margaret Ruth- 
eff with her twenty-months old baby. 
Mrs. Rutheff was unconscious from 
smoke. He wrapped her and the baby in 
bed clothing and carried them to the res- 
tuurant. 

In a few moments the entire L-shaped 
building, which extended from 205 Hast 
Fifty-ninth Street to 998 and 995 Third 
Avenue, was ablaze. The _ scaffolding 
erected for the remodeling of the building 
made easy food for the flames and before 
the fire apparatus arrived the north-bound 
station of the elevated railroad on Third 
Avenue was burning. Blazing brands and 
masses of sparks fell on the roof of the 
Bloomingdale department store directly 
opposite on the west side of Third Avenue. 

The first firemen took their places on 
the elevated structure, and directed their 
streams into the masses of flame which 
poured from the windows of the Third 
Avenue extension of the building. Others 
ripped the burning shelter shed from 
above the heads of their comrades. Two 
trains, one north and one south bound, 
halted within about fifty feet of the fire. 

Passengers from the windows of these 
trains poured on to the sidewalks aiong 
the structure. The police had. a hard 
task to drive them back. Inspector Titus 
ordered out the reserves from the Hast 
Fifty-first, the East Sixty-seventh, and 
the West Forty-seventh Street, Stations, 
for the ranks of the spectators were 
swelled every minute by passengers from 
the stalled cars, from the Plaza Music 
Hall, Terrace Garden, and the. theatre 
crowds at Times Square.

The work of the firemen was hindered to 
some extent-by the torn-up condition of 
Third Avenue, on which new trolley 
tracks are being laid, and two or three 
pieces of apparatus were in danger of 
being stalled in the -path of burning 
brands from the flaming buildings. These 
the firemen had to remove by hand, be- 
cause the horses became unmanageable 
and had to be unharnessed. 

The destroyed building was owned by 
W. Bourke Cockran. The fire was re- 
ported under control at midnight. 

From 10:15 until 1 o’clock the belt line 
ears of the Central Park, North, and 
East River Railroad Company were tak- 
en off Fiftv-ninth Street, and Times 
Square had the unusual spectacle of see- 
ing horse cars in. operation in Forty-set- 
ond Street.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The United 
States is making a move as to Mexico that 
looks like a potential interference in the 
affairs of that country, though it wears 
the official aspect of a military mobiliza- 
tion test. Nearly 20,000 troops, or prac- 
tically one-fourth of the entire United 
States Army, including the forces in the 
Insular possessions, were last night and 
to-day ordered to entrain for points near 
the Mexican bcundary. 

Simultaneously the Fifth Division of the 
Atlantic fleet, including the powerful ar- 
mored cruisers Tennessee, Montana, North 
Carolina, and Washington, has been or- 
dered from New York to the Texas coast 
of the Gulf of Mexico, while a force of 
2,000 marines has been directed to assem- 
ble at Guantanamo. 

The troops which are drawn from posts 
all over the country are already on the 
move or ready and waiting for transporta- 
tion. They are expected to reach their 
Gestination in five days, 
marines are to sail Thursday and Friday. 

Announcement was first made this 
morning at the White House that a large 
number of troops was to be moved to 
points in Texas and Southern California. 
The purpose, it was carefully explained, 
was to be manoeuvres and the demon- 
stration that the United States Army cdn 
be mobilized rapidly and w 
effectiveness. : 

Furthermore it was said such a move- 
ment would educate general officers who 
seldom had opportunity to command a 
division in the field. These explanations 
were given out by the Secretary of War, 
by Major Gen, Leonard Wood, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, and also stated by 
President Taft this evening to newspaper

The Official Version. 


The President, when he met the -news- 
paper men, said that he could say no 
more than that the plan was to hold 
manoeuvres, and for all details inquiries 
must be made at the War Department. 
Gen. Wood said to-night that there was 
no intention to mowe troops to the Mexi- 
can border or over it. 

The statement gfven out at the White 


House at 11 o'clock this morning was as 
follows: 


The department is mobilizing a division 
at full strength at San Antonio, Texas, for 
the purpose of field training of officers and 
men, and for the further purpose of holding 
manoeuvres involving possible operations 
against Galveston. There will be assembled 
at Galveston a force of three regiments for 
the protection of that place against passible 
attack by the navy. On the Pacific Coast 
the mobilization will involve a brigade of 
infantry in the Los Amgeles district for the 
purpose of defending San Diego and San 
Pedro against possible attack by the navy. 
The mobilization of these troops will fur- 
nish an excellent opportunity for the in- 
struction of a number of seniar officers in 
the elements of higher command. It will

Planned in Secret. 

The whole affair has been invested 
with secrecy.

Eugene F. Ladd, Adjutant General; Major 
George Bell, Jr., Inspector General; Major 
Blanton Winship, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral: Lieut. Col. Daniel E. McCarthy, 
Chief Quartermaster; Major Harry EE. 
Wilkins, Chief Commissary; Lieut. Col. 
Henry P. Birmingham, Chief Surgeon; 
Major Paul F. Straub, Sanitary Inspector. 
Most of these officers are in the West, 
either in the Mississippi Valley or on the 
Pacific Coast. but have already had their 
orders by telegraph and will join their 
chief at Fort Sam Houston soon after his 
arrival there. 

All the supply bureaus are sending along 
food, quartermasters’ supplies, ammun- 
tion, and medicines, and in fact every- 
thing necessary for the maintenance of 
an army in the field. The machinery is 
working well, according to such reports as 
have been received, although, of course, 
the real test of the sufficiency of all 
these preparations cannot be had until 
the entire force has been mobilized in the 
department of Texas and along the bor- 
der. There was no sign of any undue ex- 
citement in either the War or the Navy 
Department, though the officers were ex- 
ecuting the biggest military movement in 
a short time that had been undertaken 
since the days of the Spanish-American 
war, 

The Navy and Marine Corps are co- 
operating closely with the army in the 
southward movement of the fighting 
forces of the country. The ships of the 
Pacific fleet are being concentrated at San 
Diego and San Pedro, Cal., for the ostensi- 
ble purpose, according to official an- 
nouncements, of co-operating with the 
army in manoeuvres on the Southwestern 
coast of the United States. 

The four armored cruisers of the Fifth 
Division of the Atlantic fleet—the Ten- 
nessee, Montana, North Carolina, and 
Washington—will leave New York fov 
Southern waters in a few days under or- 
ders which have been issued by the Navy 
Department. These ships are scheduled 
to go directly to the United States Naval 
Station at Guantanamo, Cuba, which is 
being made the base of the naval opera- 
tions in the present plan.

CRUISERS TO COAL TO-DAY. 


Admiral Staunton’s Squadron Getting 
Ready in Haste for Southern Voyage. 


The fifth division of the Atlantic fleet 
comprises the armored cruisers of the 
fleet, the vessels being the Tennesset, 
flagship of Rear Admiral Sidney A. Staun- 
ton, commanding the division; the Mon- 
tana, North Caronna, and Washington. 
Three of these cruisers, the Tennessee, 
Montana, and North Carolina, are now 
in New York, while the Washington is at 
the navy yard, Portsmouth, N, H 

The flagship Tennessee only arrived 
here Monday afternoon, coming from New 
Orleans, where with the scout cruisers 
Salem and Chester she represented the 
Government at the Mardi Gras carnival. 
The orders that the cruisers were going 
to Galveston came as a complete surprise 
to officers and men, and all day yesterday 
recalls were being flashed as tar West as 
Chicago to officers and men who were 
absent with leave to report back to their 
ships immediately. 

Half the crew of each of the cruisers 
was ashore or on leave when the news 
was received from Washington that the 
whole division was to be hurried to Gal- 
veston. The orders that came to the flag- 
ship Tennessee yesterday simply stated 
that the ships must be prepared to start 
at once for the Gulf. None of the cruisers 
is coaled for so long a voyage, but that 
will be the work of but a few hours. The 
delay in departure, if any, will be due to 
the trouble of getting in communication 
with the officers and men who are on 
leave. 

The first thing done yesterday when 
he order to prepare to leave came was 
a requisition upon the- New York Navy 
Yard for enough coal to fill the bunkers 
of the three cruisers that are here. That 
requisition will be ready to be fulfilled 
the first thing this morning, and the 
bunkers should be full late this after- 








noon, 

Admiral Staunton went to the navy yard 
immediately after receiving his sailing 
orders, and remained in conference with 
the officers there for several hours, No 
information as to Admiral Staunton’s 
plans was to be had on the cruisers. The 
officers said they knew less than did the 
public, their only knowledge being the 
brief instruction to get ready to go, and 
they were doing that with all possible 
speed. 

The armored cruisers under Admiral 
Staunton are the largest, as well as the 
most modern, vessels of their class in the 
navy. Each of 14,500 tons displacement, 
and each carries a main battery of four 
10-inch gums in turrets, two to a turret, 
fore and sixteen 6-inch rapid firing guns. 
Twenty-two 3-inch guns are in the sec- 
ondary batteries, in addition to twelve 
guns of smaller calibre.

Quarters Quickly Arranged for 4,000 
Artillerymen.

GALVESTON, March 7.—Within twen- 
ty-four hours after receiving orders to 
prepare for the accommodation of 4,000 
troops by Capt. H. Whitworth of the 


Quartermaster’s Department, United 
States Army, who is here in charge of the 
construction gt barracks, everything was 
ready for the reception of the troops. 
Telegraphic orders were received last 
night that thirty-six companies of Coast 
Artillery had been ordered to Galveston 
as infantry. A camp on the military res- 
ervation at Fort Crockett in the western 
part of the city overlooking the Gulf, 
as been laid out. A force of fifty men 
from the construction forces engaged in 
building the three-company post of forty 
bulldings, and from the Government engi- 
eers in the department constructed drain- 
age for the camp. 

The first troop train is expected to-mor 
row, and a spur railroad track has been 
built so the trains can be run out to Fort 
Crockett. There are three forts here, 
two on the island and one across the bay 
at Bolivar, but there are no barracks 
for housing the troops except at Fort 
Crockett, and these have just been com- 
pleted and will be occupied by the officers 
and some of the men. The barracks will 
accommoécéate but 300 men. 

Advices were received to-day from Chief 
Commissary Cusack of Texas ordering 
food supvlies calculated to supply the 
army of 4,000 men about two weeks.

Seflor José Yves Limantour, Mexican

He arrived on the North German 
Liioyd liner Kronprinz Wilhelm, when 
rumors regarding the almost mortal ill- 
ness of President Diaz and the mobiliza- 
tion of United States troops along the 
Mexican border were thickest. 

When the Kronprinz Wilhelm reached 
Quarantine Sefior Limantour was asked 
what construction he put on the move- 
ment of 20,000 United States troops to 
Texas at this time. At first he pleaded 
ignorance of it, but when he found time 
to confer with Sefior Cayetano Romero, 
the Mexican Consul General, and Manuel 
A. Esteva Ruiz, the Mexican Vice Consul, 
who weat down to Quarantine on the rey- 
enue cutter to meet him, he said he wag 
convinced that the troops were going to 
as the United 
States Government said. 

“The United States has the right to 
send its soldiers anywhere in United States 


territory it wants to,’ he said in Eng- 
lish. He was asked W he didn’t think 
it rather strange that the United States, 
with same 8,000,000 square miles of terri- 
tory, should pick the Mexican border for 
manoeuvres 2t a time when the insurrec- 
toS were most active and reports were 
coming out of Mexico that President Diaz 
was critically ill, 

The Minister of Finance declined to ad- 
mit that he thought it strange.

Doubts Iliness of Diar. 


Sefior Limantour said he had not heard 
a word about the reported illness of his 
lifelong friend, President Diaz, and @id 
not believe it. He thought he would have 
been notified by wireless.as soon as his 
ship became in touch with this side if 
there had been any alarming failing in 
the health of the Mexican President. This 


was because of his close personal rela- 
tions with President Diaz as well as his 
official connection with the Diaz adminis- 
tration. No news, therefore, was good 
news. He said Consul General Romero 
brought on board at Quarantine Mexican 
papers only five days old, which con- 
tained long accounts of President Diaz's 
visit to an aviation field, and this could 
not well be if he were ill. 

Vice Consul Estevo told him that he had 
received, only an hour or so before, a 
telegram from his brother in Mexico City 
which dealt with several subjects. but 
contained no mention of President Diaz’s 
illness. He was sure such mention 
would have been made if the President 
had been ill. 

When one of the interviewers referred 
to the Mexican insurrection us a ‘* war,’’ 
Senor Limantour spoke up quickly, say- 
ing: 

‘* There isn’t-anmy War.’ ° 

“What do you call the iInsurrectos, 
then?’”’ he was asked. 

‘‘ Just disorderly persons,” 
with scorn. Then he went on: 

“There can never be any negotiations 
between the Mexican Government and the 
insurrectos.

WITH TAFT’S PRAISE 


The Object of an Unscrupulous

With the news of Mr. Ballinger’s res- 
ignation at the White House was given 
out the announcement of-his successuvr, 
Walter Lowrie Fisher of Chicago, a law- 
yer and member of several Governmental 
commissions, who is considered accept- 
able to the conservationists. 

While the Administration has realized 
for months that Mr. Ballinger’s resigna- 
tion was only a matter of time, his first 
formal written relinquishment of his of- 
fice dates back six weeks, The publica- 


tion of the news to-day is believed to 
come from a desire to distract attention 
from the Mexican situation and the 
mobilization of troops on the Texas border. 

On Jan. 19, basing his request ‘an the 
condition of his health, he asked to be 
allowed to retire. The President at once 
replied, asking Mr. Ballinger to continue 
to give him his assistance in the Cabinet 
until the rush of the closing days of 
Congress was ended. 

Under date of yesterday Mr. Ballinger 
formally renewed his request, and with 
every expression of regret the President 
accepted it to-day.

You and yours ‘have lost health and have 
been burdened financially. The conspira- 
tors, who have not hesitated in their pur- 
suit of you to resort to the meanest of 
methods, including the carruption of your 
most confidential assistant, plume them- 
selves like the Pharisees of old, as the only 
pure members of society, actuated by the 
spirit of self-sacrifice for their fellow- 
men.

Mr, Creel is a native of Chihuahua and 
was for many years Governor of the State, 
He is perhaps more familiar with condi- 
tions there than any other man in public 
life in the republic. 

“We have scarcely touched our re- 
sources as yet.” said Mr. Creel. ‘“* With 
the money, guns, and men at our com- 
mand, we can easily put in the field 50,- 
OO men. And can one doubt that we 
could raise an army of thig size when we 
begin to, offer $3 a day for soldiers?” 

Mr. Cree] commented on the statement 
contained in the dispateh that Lieut. Col. 
Porfirio Diaz, Jr., would meet Mr. Liman- 
tour in New York by saying;

But much 
that is interesting to the public concerning 
the affairs of the Carnegie Trust is con- 
tained in the voluminous inventory of as- 
sets on file with the County Clerk. 

In the list of notes now held by the 
Carnegie Trust Company the name of 
Patrick J. Keiran and his bankrupt Fidel- 
itv Funding Company appear with re- 
markahble frequency, as indorsers of paper 
on which the Carnegie Trust Company 
loaned money to various Catholic church- 
es and other religious organizations, as 
well as to priests in various parts of the 
countiy. The inventory shows that about 
$400,000 such loans, which are referred 
to as ‘‘ Catholic Loans,” bear the indorse- 
nient of Keiran or the fidelity company, 
or of both. 

These loans by the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany cegan early in March, 1908, and ran 
along down to July of the same year. 
It was in this time that Keiran was 
financing many of the religious organiza- 
tions, negotiating loans for them and-tak- 
ing mortgages on church property, 

Keiran is now in Europe and is not ex- 
pected back very soon. Among the loans 
guaranteed by Keiran and his fidelity 
company are four to Mary Calkins of 
Toledo, Ohio, aggregating ,073, made 
on April 23, April 25, May 15, and May 17, 
1908. The interest on these Calkins notes 


up to Jan. 6 last was $4,500. 

At the time the notes were accepted by 
the Carnegie: Trust Mrs. Calkins was

Still other demand notes which have 
no indorsers and are apparent! not 
secured by collateral are male in 
the name of William J. Oliver and amount 
to $80,000. These notes were drawn be- 
tween September, 1910, and Dec, 17 of 
the same year. In November, 1910, there 
was a note for $10,000 signed by the Wil- 
liam J. Oliver Manufacturing Company 
and indorsed by Oliver. 

These are said to have been the first 
of the so-called Cumynins loans. It was 
about that time that 
came into power in the affairs of the 
Carnegie Trust, he and his associates 
having obtained control. 

While no conclusions are drawn by the 
Banking Department in the inventory 
filed th the County Clerk, the figures 
themselves show that in the last six 
months of 1910 the Carnegie lent $230,000

ORALLY 10 TRUSTEES 


Two-Day Conference with Of- 
ficers of His Church Ends 
in His Retirement. 








QUITS PASTORATE APRIL: 9 





Clergyman Refuses to Make Any 
Statement, but Will Have Some- 


thing to Say Next Sunday. 





The Rev. Dr. Charles F. Aked resigned 
yesterday frcem the pastorate of the Fifth 
Avenue Baptist Church. His resignation 
will take effect on April 9, which will be 
the last-day of the fourth year of his pas- 
torate. He will probably continue to

Dr. Aked’s resignation was submitted 
yesterday at an adjourned meeting of the 


Trustees of the church, The meeting was« 


held in the private office of Edgar L. 
Marston, President of the Church Board 
of Trustees, in the offices of Blair & Co., 
bankers, on the second floor of. 24 Broad 


| Street, next door to the Stock, Exchange. 
It wasynot written,

but was given ver- 
o the Trustees who sat 
around him at the close of a two-day dis- 
cussion between the Trustees and the pas- 
tor. % 

No one except the Trustees and Dr. 
Aked himseif were present at the meeting. 
The Trustees attending were Mr. Mars- 
ton, John F. Comey, Charles D. Spencer, 
Harry Hubbard, Colgate Hoyt, John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., Frank L. Froment, and 
Edward L. Ballard. Ex-Judge Robert 
Scott Lovett was absent. At the close of 
the meeting Dr. Aked came out of the 
banker’s office alone and walked up Broad 
Street toward the Subway in his usual 
brisk ‘way. His appearance seemed to 
suggest that he was rather glad to have 
finished something disagreeable. At his 
home later he refused to be interviewed. 

‘TI haven't anything to say now; what- 
ever I have to say I'll say next Sunday,”’ 
he told the reporters over the ‘telephone. 
‘“‘T can’t decide my life plans in an hour. 
other call yet. 
There isn’t any use for you coming to see 
me later, for I’m going out to dinner.’’ 

‘*One of the officials of the church who 
is friendly to you has said that if you 
wished to you could tell something which 
would surprise people about the promises 
made to you by some of the church Trust- 
ees before you consented .to leave Eng- 
land,’’ Dr. Aked was informed. 

‘I don't want to say anything about 
that now either,’’ Dr. Aked answered. 

The actual announcement that Dr. Aked 
had turned in his resignation was made 
by President Marston of the Board of 
Trustees at his Bread Street office about 
an hour after the meeting had ended. The 
announcement was in the form of a type- 
written statement. Here it Is: 


At the adjourned meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the Fifth Avenue Baptist Church 
held to-day, Dr. Aked verbally presented 
his resignation as pastor of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, and stated that he 
would formally announce the same to the 
church on Sunday morning next. 

After conference it was mutually agreed 
by the Trustees and the doctor that satd 
resignation should take effect as of the end- 
of the fourth year of his pastorate with the 
church, which would be April 9, 1911. 


The statement had apparently been pre- 
pared by Mr. Marston himself after the 
meeting and ne passed it around among 
the reporters. One of the reporters caljed 
his attention to the fact that the state- 
ment failed to explain why Dr. Aked had 
resigned, since the pastor on Monday had 
been understood to have indicated that he 
was willing to stay in New York even 
without the promise of a new church 
building. 

‘All I have to say is contained in the 
statement,’’ Mr. Marston replied in a 
tone suggesting that the two-day attempt 
on the part of the Trustees to find out 
how to satisfy Dr. Aked had rather 
wearied hin. 

“Did Dr. Aked volunteer his resigna- 
tion or did the Trustees get tired of trying 
to find out how to please him and suggest 
that his resignation would he the best 
thing for all concerned?’’ Mr. Marston 
was asked. But he refused to make any 
reply. . 

At the close of the meeting on Monday 
night one of the Trustees said that he 
and some of his fellow-Trustees were 
‘*inystified ’’ as to exactly what Dr. Aked 
wanted. The Trustees implied that Dr, 
Aked seemed to be dissatisfied with the 
general conditions surrounding his: pas- 
torate here, and not merely disappointed 
because the Trustees could not see their 
way to build him a $2,000,000 church in 
Fifth Avenue. The clergyman’s desires 
seemed to have remained as great @.m¥5- 
tery as ever yesterday. : 

All the Trustees of the meeting were 
pledged to secrecy as to what occurred: in 
the meeting or what chain of incidents led 
up Dr. Aked’s making his resignation, 
with seeming impulsiveness, verbally, in- 
stead of in writing, 

‘‘T would be giad to tell what happened 
at the meeting, but I gave my word not-to 
do so. I haven’t even told my own fame 
ily,’’ said Charles D. Spencer, one of the 
Trustees. All the other Trustees re- 
ferred reporters to Mr. Marston. ;

$20,000 AIR PRIZE TO NOVICE. 


Renaux, with Passenger, Files from 
Paris. and Alights on the Puy de Dome. 


CLERMONT-FERRAND, March 7.—The 
aviator Eugene Renaux, flying from St. 
Cloud, near Paris, to-day, landed on the 
summit of the Puy-de-Déme at 2:20 P. 
M., winning the special Michelin Prize of 
$20,000, 

The airman ascended at 9:12 this morn- 
ing, thus making the trip in five hours 
eight minutes. By the rules six hours 
were allowed for the flight. Renaux 
made a stop of seventeen minutes at 
Nevers. 

Fulfilling the conditions, he carried a 
passenger, and after starting first circled 
the Arc de Triomphe in Paris, and then 
began the journey to this place. Here 
he made a turn about the spires of the 
cathedral, a few moments later alighting 
on tne mountaintop, 4,800 feet above the 
level of the sea. The distance traveled 
‘as the crow flies’’ is 217 miles.

GERMANY WARNS THEVATICAN 


Persistence in Issuing Decrees Affect- 
ing German Will Lead to Retaliation. 


BERLIN, March 7%7.—In a speech before 
the Diet to-day Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg admonished the Curia, de- 
claring .that persistence in the recent 
tendency to issue decrees affecting Ger- 
many without previous consultation with 
the Government would lead to retaliation. 
The speech was cautiously and diplo- 
matically phrased, but its tone cou!d not 
be mistaken. The announcement that 
the Chancellor would discuss the rela- 
tions of the Government with the Vatican 
as they had been affected by the Pope's 
requirement that: theological professors 
take an anti-Modernist oath served to 
fill the hall as it has rarely been filled 
in its history. 

Prussia, the Chancellor said, was sin- 
cerely desirous of maintaining the pres- 
ent peaceful relations with the Holv See 
so long as such a course was consistent 
with its interests and prestige. He be- 
lieved that the Pope was of the same 
mind, but various decrees of the Curia 
had been issued without that considera- 
‘ion for German conditions which was in- 
dispensable in maintaining a friendly 
Status. 

The speaker cited as one of the objec- 
iionable measures the encyclical issued 
lest May on the occasion of the tercen- 
tenury -of the canonization of St. Carlo 
Rorromeo. Jn the encyclical the Pope, 
in extolling Borromeo as the champion 
of Catholicism against the Protestant 
Kceformation, said that he showed at the 
time of the Council of Trent that the 
principles of Catholicism had been under- 
mined by Martin Luther. The Chancellor 
referred to this as an attack upon th 
Germnan Reformation. s 
The Chancellor announced that teachers 
taking the oath of anti-Modernism would 
not be permitted in future to teach his- 
tery or German in the middle schools. 
The Government would likewise consider 








the matter of oath taking -when . fill- 


ing Other State posts. He concluded with 
tlle warning that if the Vatican contin- 
ued to ignore the representations of the 
Prussian Minister at the Holy See such 
action might involve the abolition of the 
iegation. 


GERMAN BANK FAILURES. 


Karl Neuburger’s Institution Suspends 
—Has Thirty-five Branches. 


BERLIN, March 7.—The Bank of Karl 


Neuburger, incorporated with a capital 
of $1,250,000, and having thirty-five pro- 
vincial branches, suspended payments to- 
day. The liabilities are $2,125,000. 

The suspension was foreseen and its ef- 
fect was slight. 


FRANK FORT-ON-THE-ODER, Germa- 
ny, March -7.—The Vereinsbank, which, 
after experiencing a run, suspended on 
Nov. 28, was declared bankrupt to-day. 
The losses are estimated at $1,000,000 and 
they involve the total capital of $625,000 
and from 50 to 60 per cent. of the deposits, 
which amounted, to $1,250,0000 when the 
run began, 

It.is stated that the bank invested too 
heavily in. the mortgages of land com- 
panies.

It was once the conviction of every 
American President, he asserted, that 
Canada should become a part of the 
United States. Although it was flattering 
to American pride, he said, that the terri- 
tory of the Republic should extend over 
the whole continent, he urged that his 
should remember that Cana: 
jians were born under the same flag as 
the ancestors of the American people, a 
ilag under which 
suffered oppression, but which to Cana- 
dians has been and is more than ever the 
emblem of freedom. 

Pointing his remarks directly at the 
United States, the Premier continued: 

“If you have founded a nation 
separation from Great Britain, remember 
that we Canadians have set our hearts 
upon building a nation without separation, 
and in this task we are far advanced. The 
plood which flows in our veins its as good 
as yours, and if you are a proud people, 
though we have hot your numbers, we are 
as proud as you, and rather than part 
with our national existence we would part 
with our lives.”’ 

The Prime Minister’s speech is regard- 
ed in political circles as the most impor- 
tant utterance on the subject that has 
been ‘made on the Canadian side of the 
line 

Speaking of the 
agreement with the United 
Prime Minister continued: 

“Tt think I can venture the assertion 
that the policy involved in the agreement 
has met with the enthusiastic approba- 
tion of the majority of the Canadian peo- 
ple. I am perfectly aware that the policy 
has not been universally accepted and 
has met in some quarters, rather unex- 
pected quarters, I must say, rather stub- 
born opposition.

despite the rebuke he received when Tain- 
many Leader Murphy turned ,him down 
for the post of President pro tem. of the 
Senate, has been busy raking the chest- 
nuts of the Tammany boss out of the fire, 
led in the attacks on the Governor. 

The situation resembled mildly what 
persons frequenting the legislative halls 
in the two Hughes régimes were accus- 
tomed to witness. As Gov. Hughes was 
made the target for invective by members 
of the Old Guard in his own party, so the 
Old Guard element of the Democratic 
majority in the Legislature to-day trained 
their oratory against Gov. Dix. 

The Governor is not in the slightest dis- 
turbed over what has happened or over 
the fact that to-day’s joint session did not 
bring about any change in the situation as 
far as the Sheehan vote is concerned. 
Gov. Dix cares little for the opinion of 
such men as Senator Grady.. During the 
last two days his mail has been enormous. 
From all sections of the State he is re- 
ceiving letters and telegrams sent by 
prominent Democrats and in some in- 
stances by Republicans upholding the 
course he has adopted with reference to 
the Senatorship fight. The Governor said 
to-night that among all the communica- 
tions he had received only one expressed 
disapproval of the stand he has taken. 

The Governor looks as though a great 
burden had rolled off his shoulders. He 
takes an optimistic view of the Senatorial 
outlook. He feels that with the demon- 
stration already given of the impossibility 
of Mr. Sheehan’s election, the latter will 
soon retire from the contest to save furth- 
er embarrassment to his party and leave 
the field free for some other candidate 
to be selected after conferences in which 
all the elements in the party can share. 


The “Near Insurgents” Stand. 


Much was made by the followers of Mr. | 
Sheehan of the fact that not one of the 
“near insurgents’’ broke away to-day. 
Their attitude was explained by one of 
their number, who said that he had re- 


ceived a quiet intimation that initiative 
looking to the presentation of another 
name in the place of Mr. Sheehan’s would 
soon be taken by the recognized party 
leaders. Senator Howard R. Bayne of 
Richmond, who has been supporting Mr. 
Sheehan against his personal inclination 
and merely to be regular, intimated as 
much in a speech he made at the joint 
session to-day. 

Gov. Dix to-night sent his secretary, 
John A. Mason, to New York as the 
bearer of another message to Tammany 
Leader Murphy, urging that no time be

week, but it is understood now that steps 
are being taken which may result in a 
new conference before Saturday. This 
would make positive action possible as 
early as next Tuesday, when a quorum 
will be at hand, after the week-end truce, 
for the joint session. 

it is not denied by Tammany members 
of the Legislature who have the confi- 
dence of Mr. Murphy that a quiet quest 
is now being carried on for a candidate 
who will appeal to the regulars and the 
insurgents alike. There is no likelihood, 
however, that his name will be announced 
for a few days yet, Mr. Murphy desiring 
to demonstrate that he can hold a major- 
ity of the Democratic lawmakers even 
against the representations of Gov. Dix. 

Former _ Democratic State Chairman 
W illiam J. Conners arrived at the Cap- 
itol early this forenoon accompanied by 
J. Sergeant Cram, They were about the 
Capitol at the time the joint ballot was 
taken, and Mr. Conners at least did all he 
could to attract attention. They had a 
talk with the Governor this afternoon, 
after which Mr. Conners departed for 
Buffalo and Mr. Cram for New York. 

The Governor also naa@ a talk with 
James J. Fitzpatrick, the Democrat who 
succeeded Mr. Conners as Democratic 
leader of Erie County. Gov. Dix said 
later that he did not discuss the Senator- 
Ship with Mr. Conners. 


Cost of Fighting Murphy. 

Mr. Conners and Mr. Cram expressed 
views somewhat at variance over the sit- 
uation within the Tammany organization. 
A certain political promoter who recently 
visited the Capitol declared that $200,000 


had been raised to drive Tammany Leader 
Murphy from the leadership of Tammany 
Hall. Mr. Cram said that in his opinion 
$2,000,000 would not be enough to defray 
the cost of a war on Mr. Murphy. Mr. 
Conners said $200,000 ‘‘ would go a long 
way.”’ 

There were only seventeen absentees 
when the Senate and Assembly met in 
joint session to ballot on the Senatorship. 
Mr. Sheehan received 80 votes, which was 
13 short of the number required to elect. 
Herman Ridder’s name appeared in. the 
list of candidates for the first time. He 
received the vote of Assemblyman Ken- 
nedy of Queens.

T he attacks on Gov. Dix when the joint 
session ballot was taken were induced by 
a little speech by Senator Bayne of Rich- 
mond, in Which he referred to the letter 
of Gov. Dix. Senator Grady of New York. 
Assemblyman Donovan of Kings, and As- 
semblyman Wende of Erie joined in the 
attacks. Said Senator Bayne: 

“We meet to-day under different condi- 

tions than those existing when last we 
met. The fourth of March has come and 
gone and a vacancy exists in the United 
States Senate, which we, under the law, 
are required to fill. Another change has 
been wrought by a most remarkable state- 
ment from the Governor, the head of the 
party in this State. We ought to consider 
what is best to do. There is a great in- 
ducement to get together and satisfy the 
reasonable expectations of the State. 

‘The obligations of the caucus are very 
great, but when it becomes clear that the 
caucus nominee cannot be elected, it is 
time to consider whether another caucus 
Should not be held. I believe we Demo- 
crats are to settle our differences by put- 
ting our heads togethér, and I consider it 
my duty to retain my position in the hope 
that in a reasonable time we shall settle 
Our present differences.” 


Grady’s Criticism of Dix. 


Senator Bayne’s speech was loudly ap- 
Plauded. Many of the spectators in the 
Assembly chamber, crowded as never be» 
fore, joined in the applause. Senator 
Grady. when his turn came to vote, 
frowned, cleared his throat, and sald: 

“The remarks of Senator Bayne justify 
an expression from those who feel them- 
selves acquitted of any responsibility with 
the conditions and differences which exist. 

* There's no use speaking to men who 
believe in Democracy and asking them to 
approve of any such course as means the 
end of the life of the Democratic organi- 
zation. 

“There is no one,-from Gov. Dix down 
to the humblest citizen, who has presented 
any legitimate argument against the Dem- 
ocratic caucus and there is no one from 
whom I have heard who had suggested 
that accepting the will of the minority is

‘‘l am going to vote to-day untram- 
meled by outside influences and solely by 
the dictates of my own conscience,’”’ said 
Mr, Donovan, quoting from the Gov- 
ernor’s letter. 

Everybody was waiting for Donovan to 
Swing. After a dramatic pause, he ex- 
claimed: 

“I vote for William F. Sheehan, the 
regular Democratic caucus candidate.”’ 

Ex-Judge Gottfried Wende of Erie was 
the next man to take a fling at the oppo- 
sition to Mr. Sheehan. 

“That opposition, he said, ‘‘ reminds me 
of the glutton who swallowed an egg 
which had received too much atiention 
from the hen .As the egg was going down 
the glutton’s throat there was a faint 
cackle, but the glutton said: ‘ You’re too 
late, down you go.’ That’s the way with 
the opposition. Both the insurgents, and 
the chicken spoke too late.’’

Mr. Sheehan called at the Mayor's office 
at City Hall as counsel in the matter of 
certain proposed franchises for trolley ex- 
tensions on Long Island. Controller Pren- 
dergast and President Mitchel of the 
Board of Aldermen, who comprise the

GRESSER DECLARES 
HE MADE REFORMS 


Found Departments Full of Gen- 
erals and No Privates and His 
Clean-Up Produced Enemies. 








TRYING TO RUN HIM OUT 





But They Can’t Scare Him, He Says, 
and He Won’t Quit—Denles Every 
Charge of Wrongdoing. 





Specific denial of wrongdoing on the 
part of himself or any of his subordi- 
nates, a@ number of whom are waiting 
trial on indictments, wags made by Bor- 
ough President Gresser of Queens in his 
defense before Commissioner Ordway in 
Long Island City yesterday. In denying 
that he had wasted public money by car- 
rying an unnecessary number of em- 


ploves on, the payrolls Mr. Gresser said | 
that when he was first elected President | 


of the borough there were so many fore- 
men and assistant foremen in the various 
departments that the working force re- 
sembled an army in one of the warring 
South American republics—all Generals 
and no privates. When he suggested 
that there ought to be a few laborers 
there were signs of a riot in the borough. 
This, with other reforms he sought to 
institute, developed antagonisms which 
set in motion a movement to get him out 
of. office. 

“They said to me: ‘ You’re a Dutch- 
man, and we'll turn you out.’ But I1 
have never vet showed a yellow streak, 
and I say now that I will never quit until 
I am removed. 

“ To-day, if I want certain bookkeep- 
ing done I can’t get it,’’ he continued. “I 
don't know who these men are, but when 
I do find them they will go out.”’ 

He gave a number of his appointees 
good recommendations, among them be- 
M. Gragen, 
who served as private secretary to the 
President in 1909 and who is now under 
indictment, charged with “rand larceny 
in connection with the raising of postage 
stamp vouchers in the President’s office 
from $5 to &50..

Considered Months Ago and 
Pleases Both Companies. 








WOULD CHECK COMPETITION 





Conferrees Not Yet Near Consideration 
of Suggested Modifications of Pend- 
ing Offer—Mayer Repeats Views. 





Hlow the subway offer of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company came to be ac- 
commodated to the conditions laid down 
for Manhattan and the Bronx in the In- 
terborough’s pending subway proposal 
was ascertained ‘yesterday from an au- 
thoritative sotrce, The impression has 
prevailed “ever since the B. R. T. offer 
was made that the company had some 
kind of an understanding with the Inter- 
borough because the offer took off the 
hands of the Interborough the Fourth 
Avenue Subway system in Brooklyn which 
the Interborough, according to common 
knowledge, did not care particularly 
about getting, and then offered two loop 
lines in Manhattan which not only did not 
conflict with anything in the Interbor- 
ough’s propesal, but were so located as 
effectually to forestall the probability of 


Eny competing system in this Borough or 
the Bronx,.for many years to come. 

Several months ago E. W. Winter, then 
President of the B. R. T., went to prom- 
inent members of the Interborough's 
board and fold them that the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company, was much wor- 
ried over the Interborough’s proposed in- 
vasion of its territory, with its proposal 
to add the Lafayette Avenue Subway, a 
Ylatbush Avenue-Eastern Parkway Sub- 
way, and the Fourth Avenue Subway 
system to its present facilities. The In- 
terborough Directors replied in effect, it 
is understéod, that the Interborough was 
not much better pleased over this prospect 
than the B. R. T. 

The Interporough, according to this Di- 
rector, would be glad enough to confine 
its extensions to Manhattan and the 
Bronx, with’:possibly one new line into 
the business céntre of Brooklyn, but had 
understood from the Public Service Com- 
mission that it must expéct to take the 
lean with the fat, and therefore included 
the Brooklyn extension in its offer. As to 
the Fourth Avente Subway, the Inter- 
borough's offer was conditioned upon the 
city making good any deficit in its opera- 
tion. ‘This same proposition applied to 
any future extensions other than those 
which the offer itself embraced, namely 
the Lafayette Avenue line and the Flat- 
bush Avenue-Eastern Parkway line. 

Following this suggestion by the Inter- 
borough represtntatives, it is understood 
that Mr. Winter declared that he thought 
an arrangement satisfactory to both com- 
panies might be worked out, giving the 
bB. R. T. an entrance into Manhattan over 
all four of the East River Bridges, and 
“a new tunnel to Brooklyn at the Battery, 
in connection with two distribution 
‘‘loops,’’ one running up Broadway and 
Seventh Avenue to Fifty-ninth Street and 
thence over the Queensboro Bridge, and 
the other composed of the existing Centre 
Street Subway, with an extension under 
Nassau Street to the Battery. 

From the Interborough people came 
back the reply that while such lines might 
not be contrary to their notions of what 
the B. R. T. could get in Manhattan, con- 
sistent with the Interborough’s own idea 
of maintaining its territory, the proposal 
of any plan involving these considerations 
at this’ time would seriously complicate 
the situation, which was considered com- 
plicated enough as it stood. Mr. Winter, 
tneretore, said nothing further about the 
proposal, and the Interborough Directors 
who had been approached had dismissed 
it from their minds until its reappearance 
shortly after the advent of the Williams 
management, 
the Public Service Commission.

through the centre of Manhattan, because 
it realized that a third’ trunk line would 
inevitably be demandcd through that part 
of Manhattan within a few years, and a 
line operated by a friendly company which 
did not offer any competition in Manhat- 
tan north of Fifty-ninth Street or in the 
Bronx at any point would be preferable 
to the chance of having an independent 
subway come in and compete all the way 
from the Bronx to Brooklyn. 

It has been pointed out that the Inter- 
boreugh-B. R. T. offers, when put to- 
gether, leave untouched the territory now 
dependent upon the Long Island Railroad 
and the Queens County trolley <ary 


which the Interborough owns, for its rapid | 


transit facilities. The proposed line over 
the Queensboro Bridge which the B. R. T. 
has embraced in its offer, does not go 
further into the borough than Jackson 
Avenue, and then turns in a southerly 
direction so as to cross Newtown Creek 
and eventually Jead into Grand Street, 
Williamsburg. The other Brooklyn ex- 
tensions proposed by the B. R. T. are 
substantially all in territory where exist- 
ing elevated or surface lines of that com- 
pany provide the present facilities. 

There was another conference at the 
offices of the Public Service Commission 
yesterday between the McAneny commit- 
tee of the Board of Estimate and Presi- 
dent Shonts and Directors Freedman and 
Berwind of the Interborough. The offer 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
was brought up in informal discussion 
following the conference, but it did not 
get definite consideration and will not 
until after the consideration 
points now pending-among.the conferrees. 

Contrary to expectations, the subway 
conferrees have not yet got down to the 
consideration of any of. the: specific ob- 
Jections which members of the Board of 
Estimate have offered against the pro- 
posal of the Interborough, and when yes- 
terday’s session broke up, the participants 
would not predict when sguch a, stage 
would be reached. , 

One of the participants who would not 


allow his name to be used declared that | 


most of the time consumed thus far had 
been devoted to the consideration of fig- 
ures produced by the Interborough and of 
answering figures produced by the other 
conferrees, and that the end was still a 
long way off, as the Interborough was 
exhibiting a willingness to bring in new 
sets of figures which required dissection 
and reply. General Manager Frank Hed- 
ley and Auditor Gaynor of the Inter- 
borough have attended all of the last 
half a dozen conferences. 

Mayor Gaynor sent to The Evening Post 
yesterday a letter in which he made fur- 
ther explanation of his advocacy of the 
Interborough’s offer. Referring first io 
the question of whether he was bound 
by any pledges of the last municipal 
campaign, the Mayor said among other 
things: 

Certain habitually false newspapers, whom 
no intelligent person believes, have taken 
sentences of mine out of a magazine ar- 
ticle which I wrote several years ago on 
the overcapitalization and resulting bank- 
ruptcy of the surface roads in Manhattan 
and the Bronx, and also sentences out of 
other. utterances. by me, and also other 
sentences falsely attributed to me, and by 
putting them together have tried to make it 
appear that I made some pledge. This is 
an old form of forgery. It is easy to take 
sentences out of the context or society of 
words in which they are and in that way 
frame falsehoods. I have not  contra- 
dicted these false newspapers, because every 
intelligent person knows they are false, and 
it does not matter what they say. 


After describing certain of the subway 
routes laid out by the old Board of Rapid 
Transit Commissioners, Mayor Gaynor 
says: 


I participated as a Judge when sitting 
in the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court in passing upon and approving sev- 
eral of these routes. I knew the history of 
this system when I ran for Mayor and be- 
came Mayor. My inclination was for the 
city to complete this system. But after 
I became Mayor some advocated the aban- 
donment of it, and the formation of a new 
or “‘independent’’ system by connecting 
these Bronx and Brooklyn routes by means 
of a new trunk line through Manhattan. I 
held my mind open and considered this 
proposition from every standpoint, as my 
Subway article in the Outlook last Sumrker 
shows. But I have never been able to 
see a single reason why the said system 
should be abandoned by the city, half com- 
pleted as it is, and an ‘‘ independent ”’ sys- 
tem rigged up and built instead. 

Those who favored course did 
mainly, as it appears, because they 
liked the present Subway company. 
yet if the ‘‘independent’’ system were 
built, it would have to be put up for bids 
for an operator, and the.chances are over- 
whelming that the present company would 
be the successful bidder. But if some other 
company should succeed nothing: would be 
gained. The Public Service Commission 
would have two operating companies to 
control imstead of one, the new one being 
no better than the old; and in addition to 
that, with two separate systems, we should 
have a separate fare on each system, and 
an additional fare to pay for transfers; 
whereas, if we adhere to the policy of hav- 
ing only one system, there will be only one 
fare over the whole system and no charge 
for transfers.

of which did not please many of the 
trustful investors overmuch. 
the Montreal & Boston copper fiasco, 
which made a seven-day scandal because 
it appeared that one of the Vice Presi- 
dents of the National City Bank, who 
shortly afterward got out of that institu- 
tion, had personally arranged an accome 
modation of $60,000 a day there for the 
Munroes, without other security than the 
understanding that the stocks taken up 
during the day would be deposited before 
the close of business to secure the ad- 
vance. 

The Munroes dropped out of sight soon 
after that, and little was heard of them 
until about six or eight months ago, when 
it developed that they had formed the 
United Shoe Shining Company, or the 
‘‘ Bootblack Trust,’’ and were to sell such 
part of $50,000 capital stock as they might 
succeed in getting rid of before the next 
thing happened to them. This venture 
was unfortunate. It reminded several 
guileless persons that during a little inter- 
lude in 1907 the Munroes pad come back to 
New York -and offered* more Marconi 
Wireless stock to the public, also a new 
variety of Marconi bonds, or whatever 
other securities anybody might like to 
take.

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THE TARIFF OUTLOOK. 

The extended inquiry into the senti- 
ment of business circles as to the policy 
ef the extra session, the results of 
which were reported in THp TrmMrs yes- 
terday, showed a remarkable unity of 
feeling throughout the country. Still 
more noteworthy is the evidence that 
the Democratic leaders, with a full 
sense of their responsibility in the use 
of the power granted to the party last 
Fall, seem decided to follow the public 
sentiment. 
tom of Democratic leaders in the past, 
and it is evidence of @ significant 
change in both political and business 
conditions. 

Several facts are recognized by the 
Business community. One is that sub- 
stantial reductions in the tariff are de- 

; manded and will be approved. The sec- 
ond is that the beginning of this reduc- 
tion must be made through the Canada 
trade agreement, the prompt ratifi- 
cation of which is expected and desired. 
A third is that provision for the order- 
ly, fair, impartial, and practical investi- 
gation of the various branches of the 
tariff should be made through a non- 
partisan Commission. A fourth is that, 
efter the ratification of the agreement 
and the passage of a Tariff Commission 
bill, the Congress should confine itself 
to one or two schedules‘having the:most 
and worst effect on the cost of: Hving, 
and the general opinion seems to be that 
these should be the wool and woolen 
schedule and the cotton schedule, 

The considerations in favor of a pro- 
gramme substantially of this sort, 
though not absolutely convincing, are 
strong. The main one is that if the new 
»majority in the House limits itself to a 
course that will receive the coSperation 
of the more liberal members of the Re- 
publican Senate, and will not challenge 
the imposition of the President’s veto, 
end, especially if that majority adopts 
the aid and guidance of a sound Com- 
mission, business will be subjected to 
the least disturbance. "The changes 
actually made in the tariff will not be 
revolutionary. They will be tentative 
in character and will give the country 
a chance to see how they work before 
further changes are made. ~.Business 
men will be reassured as to sudden and 
violent measures. They may, we think 
will, find that thelr plans and 
operations can properly and safely be 
adjusted to the reasonable and gradual 
reduction of import duties that have 


they 


been arbitrarily and oppressively enact- 
ed in the past, and in that case an im- 
mense gain in confidence will result. 

There is, of course, opposed to this 
opinion the feeling that it would be 
better for the country if the entire re- 
vision were made at the extra session, 
end gotten out of the way. In the light 
ef the past this feeling is easily to be 
understood. But there are elements in 
the situation that have not existed in 
the past. A wholesale revision would 
not only necessarily be a bad one, made 
by the old processes of bargaining and 
log-rolling, but it would be not a real 
revision. It could not pass the Senate 
and the President, and would fn reality 
be but an object lesson in Democratic 
tactics. In all probability it would be 
ruinous to the Democratic Party. The 
attempted legislation would fall, the 
party would be weakened and discred- 
ited, the elections of next year would 
put the Republicans again in almost 
undisputed power, and the reduction of 
the tariff, which is bound to come 
eooner or later, would be deferred with 
the certainty of prolonged agitation in 
the interval. 

We think that the feeling of the coun- 
try is pretty well defined, more clearly 
defined than in a long while, that tar- 
iff reduction of a substantial nature is 
desirable and inevitable; that it is at 
the present juncture possible to take it 
up seriously and sincerely, but moder- 
ately and practically, and that if this 
be done it will turn out to be feasible 
to complete the undertaking with the 
least possible harm and the greatest 
good to the interests of all.

THE PENNSYLVANIA REPORT. 

The annual report of such a repre- 
sentative railway as the Pennsylvania 
necessarily epitomizes conditions for 
the entire industry. -Every problem 
regarding the reasonableness of rates, 
the method of raising capital, the man- 
ner of accounting and so on indefinitely 
through the relations of the confpany 
to the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion and the public, has been experi- 
enced and is reflected in the accounts 
now spread before the people who pay 
the rates and fares, as well as before 
those who receive the dividends and 
wages. In trying to understand such 
& report it is well to remember that it 
is an account, and that for every debit 
there is a credit, and should be. The 
work cannot be done without the plant, 
and the plant must be paid for. Such 
remarks should bg superfluous, but are 
Suggested by a tone of comment in 
Some quarters suggestive of the idea 
that railway income is collected like a 
tax, and can be increased by edict, in- 
stead of being earned by services per- 
formed. 








The figures are of royal proportions. 
The assets and liabilities balance at 
$835,223,834, and the operating reve- 
nues were $160,457,298 gross, which 
shrunk to $37,775,484 net. It is inter- 
esting to note that road and equipment 
stand in the accounts at only $396,262,- 
$48, against outstanding capital stock 
of $412,613,725. It is apparent at once 
that the capital neither did nor could 
earn the income. The rates could not 
have been made to yield it, which is 
only another way of saying that those 
who have paid for services rendered 
have had the use of much property not 
charged for. One item ie “securities 
owned, $280,069,601," which accounts 
for “other income, $17,458,846.” This 
sum is larger than the road’s fixed 
charges, and contrasts with “ dividends, 
$24,410,859.” Applying this to the re- 
cent decision of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, it may be remarked 
that the dividends were not all charge- 
able to the rates collected, and that the 
income of the road and its subsidiaries 
was in large part entered twice. There 
is no such discount on the work the 
company did for its money. It carried 
nine million more tons of freight, and 
seven million more passengers, and yet 
its revenues fell from $116,826,791 té 
$112,916,647. This casts a light for- 
ward as well as backward, for the de- 
crease is in an accumulating ratio, and 
was especially marked for the closing 
three months. The company says that 
it is due to “large increases in operat- 
ing expenses, due principally to ad- 
vances in wages of employés.” 

The accounts relating to the New 
York terminal illustrate another con- 
tention between the company and the 
Commission. Its cost is put at $112, 
965,000, of which only $55,565,415. ap- 
pears on the books. The rest has been 
written off, “out of our money,” the 
shippers bitterly said on the hearing 
preceding the decision of the Commis- 
sion. 
the edict or tax-collecting theory of 
rates. But nobody makes a profit out 
of tax payments, and nothing is more 
certain than that most of the shippers 
made a profit on their shipments, and 
that they were collected with interest 
if not usury from the shippers’ custom- 
ers. Rates are uniform by law, com- 
petition having been abolished. If the 
company were extorting unearned prof- 
its.the business would have gone by a 
cheaper route. There was none, and 
could have been none, Finally, it is 
sure that the terminal, so far ag it is 
paid for from shippers’ money, as they 
say, can never be made an exouse for 
raising rates hereafter, It is the capl- 
talized property which enters into rate 
caldulations, not the property written 
off from earnings, The shippers’ griev- 
ance would be more grievous if they 
were being charged more for the same 
service, instead of the same for a larger

In order to render an unbiased opin- 
ion on the merits of the controversy be- 
tween the railways, the shippers, and 
the Commission, it would be necessary 
to have as full and fair an exposition of 
industrial. finance as we have of rail- 
way finance. We are being taught new 
ways whereby profits may be gathered 
in bad years by some system of average 
income and average outgo. The rail- 
ways would be very well pleased if both 
sides of the account were equally guar- 
anteed. As yet control is exercised 
only over their prefitsa, which on no’ac- 
count are to be excessive. The excel- 
lence of the use they make of them is 
no defense and the moderation of thelr 
expenses is under no control. On this 
head the remarks of President McCREA 
are both just and sober.

A WORD TO THE MAYOR. 

There is urgent need for another allo- 
cution to the police from the Mayor. 
In the second installment of his annual 
message, sent to the Board of, Alder- 
men on Feb. 21, he expressed his sat- 
isfaction that a stop had been put to 
certain “illegalities and abuses” that 
had grow’ up in the course of years. 
He was well pleased that there are 
fewer summary arrests without war- 
rant or without cause; that the police 
are less tyrannical; that there are few- 
er illegal entries of houses, or none at 
all, He had something to Bay about 
considerate treatment of the Social- 
ists’ red flag, and he explained why he 
had put a stop to the appointment of 
special policemen, whom he described 
as “the armed retainers/of their em- 
ployers.” Summing up his views of 
the functions of the police force, the 
Mayor declared that “the chief duty of 
the police force is to enforce outward 
order and decency and public peace.” 

We are of that opinion—emphatically 
s0. But outward order and decency are 





not conspicuously enforced™and pre- 
served just at the present time, and 
the m@asures now being taken for the 
preservation of the public peace are so 
ineffective as to demand the instant 
attention of Mayor Garnor. Take yes- 
terday morning’s newspapers, take any 
morning’s newspapers, and see what is 
going on In New York City. Yesterday 
there were accounts of a “hold-up” 
of four men at Ridge and Division 
Streets by seven thugs, who were armed 
with pistols. One man was arrested, 
the others fled. In the Essex Market 
Court a man was arraigned for taking 
$1,500 worth of jewels from the pocket 
of another man at Carnegie Hall on 
the night of March 1. We note with 
pleasure that he was arraigned on this 
charge. Five “ boy burglars,” meaning 
thieves of 18 and 20 years, were ar- 
rested in Brooklyn. The police say 
that they are members of a band of 
burglars who have been operating in 
apartment houses on the vpper west 
side of Manhattan. We have further 
pleasure in noting the arrest of these 
thieves. A murderous assault was 
committed at 149th Street aad Third 
Avenue on Monday avening. This is 
said to be the twenty-seventh assault 
at that place since the first of the 
year, and minor robberies have often 
been reported. In the corridor leading 
to the vaults of the Produce Exchange 
Safety Deposit Company an old man, 
a member of a firm of brokers, was 
knocked down and securities to the 
value of $94,000 were taken from him 
by his assailants. We observe that the 
police expect to show that this robbery 
was committed not by professional 
“crooks,” but by persons employed in 
the vicinity who were familiar with 
the daily business routine of their vic- 
tim, and knew what he carried. It is 
necessary to establish this theory in 
order to prove the continuing efficacy 
of the “dead line” at Fulton Street 
which, in former days, crooks were not 
allowed to pass. This case, therefore, 
may be held under advisement to await 
further developments, : 

The pickpockets have had a most 
profitable season, They have operat- 
ed with great boldness in public con- 
veyances, the Subway, surface cars, 
and on the elevated roads. Of late 
there are complaints of thels depreda- 
tions in Fifth Avenue, The police com- 
plain that lange numbers of pickpock- 
ets arrested by them have been Ms- 
charged by the Magistrates, That, of 
course, is discouraging t6 the police. 
|In spite of the recent profession of an 
intention to rid the streets of mendi- 
eants, the sturdy beggar is atill a fa- 
miliar figure in all parts of the city. 
He is often something worse than a 
beggar, The impression is very gen- 
eral that the, crooks are getting the

not attract the special attention of the 
Mayor. This is a big city. Of course, 
there are crinfinals here at all times. 
But the community is coming to be- 
lieve that the criminals are just now 
uncommonly numerous, and that they 
have for some reason grown bolder. 
We think the matter merits the at- 
tention of Mayer Garnonr, If the abuses 
of police authority to which he re- 
ferred in his annual message have 
been serious it is a good thing that 
they have been stopped. We were not 
aware that they have been very seri- 
ous. The prevalence of burglaries, of 
pocket picking, of “ hold-ups,” and of 
assaults is undoubtedly serious. We 
think it would be comforting to the 
people of the city if the Mayor would 
show that he is mindful of these things, 
as well as of the conditions referred to 
in his message, which he.thought jus- 
tified him in restraining somewhat the 
activities of the police. The urgent 
need just now, ft seems to us, is to 
stimulate, not to restrain, their activi- 
ties. We are sure that an admonition 
from the Mayor that the police must 
be more vigilant in the protection of 
life and property would be received 
with great approval by the people of 
New York,

The murderer 
Coonny of San Fran- 
cisco, who listened to 
the debate Monday 
in the California 
Legislature on the abolition of capital 
punishment, and then, after the bill had 
passed, surrendered himself to the au- 
thorities, furnished an excellent argu- 
ment why capital punishment should not 
be abolished. He had committed his mur- 
der on the preceding day, and his visit 
to the Assembly Chamber showed that 
he had anticipated the bill’s passage. It 
awaits the signature or veto of Gov. 
JOHNSON, 

The strong fustification of capital pun- 
ishment lies in its deterrent effect upon 
would-be murderers. Life is sweet, the 
prospect of long years passed in the peni- 
tentiary is always mitigated by the hope 
of eScape or pardon. We believe that 
capital purishment will be eventually 
abolished. Through a change of the pen- 
alty to life imprisonment, compassionate 
juries, who are now constantly permit- 
ting murderers to go scot free, would con- 
vict. Moderate penalties rigorously en- 
forced are far more protective to society 
than extreme penalties seldom inflicted. 
In the long run, the deterrent effect of 
the moderate punishment for the crime 
of murder would prove more satisfactory. 
But the action of the murderer COoOoNnrrY 
could not have been more ill-timed for 
the reformers who would overthrow the 
rule of a life for a life. 


An Argument 
for Capital 
Punishment. 


Outside the main 
thoroughfares of Great- 
er New York three- 
fourths of the street 
corners are without 
identifying signs, and everywhere the 
numbering of the houses is ill-displayed. 
In its street signg and house numbers 
“we have found that New York City is 
far behind Paris, Berlin, and Vienna,” 
says CLARENCE |L. Law, Secretary of the 
Municipal Art Association. The street 
fixtures of Germany bear beneath the 
sign, naming the street, a second sign 
giving the numbers on each block, and 
beneath them the mail box, police and fire 
alarm box, and hydrant. The street or- 
dinances of the chief European cities not 
only prescribe a penalty for the landlord’s 
failure to number his house, such as is 
prescribed in this city, but they com- 
mand that it be placed conspicuously, 
either illuminated or marked in luminous 
paint to throw it into relief in the night 
time. And in Paris, the commission says, 
“every least important lane is identified 
legibly.”’ 

Travelers at night upen the surface 
lines of this city find it next to impos- 
sible to identify the street signs in pass- 
ing, because they are banded upon the 
lamp globes, the lights within them 4daz- 
zZiing the eyes and obscuring the opaque 
lettering. The whole system of marking 
the streets is deplorably stupid and inad- 
equate, the appropriations for this pur- 
pose are pitiably small, and the public, 
which is constantly inconyenienced, can- 
not spare time and attention for its re- 
form. The members of the Municipal Art 
Association are busy men. Until they 
took up this matter it was everybody’s 
business, nobody’s business. We trust 
that their committee of architects, {llum- 
inating engineers, lawyers, and business 
mén will be able to bring the needed re- 
form to completion.

With regard to the American Rhodes 
scholars, I think that their training in 
America, has, in most cases, encouraged 
smattering in a large number of subjects. 
As & general rule, they know nothing well, 
but know something about a great many 
things—the kind of knowledge you might 
get from attending public lectures. More- 
over, apparently even in scientific studies, 
they have not been accustomed to keeping 
their hold on work for any great length 
of time. The examinations appear to be in 
work which has not been done very long 
before the date of the examination tntended 
to test it. As @ consequence, they at first 
find the Oxford system @ifficult, for the 
double reason that they are expected to get 
up @ subject thoroughly, and are tested by 
an examination much longer and more - 
severe than that to which they have been 
accustomed, and on an extensive range of 
work, some of which has necessarily been 
done a considerable time before the exam- 
ination takes place, 


This amounts to an indictment of Amer- 
ican educational methods. It-is a severe

RELIEF OF CONGESTION. 


Commends the Work of Mayor Gay- 
nor’s Commission. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As already reported, the Commission on 
Congestion appointed by Mayor Gaynor 
has: completed itg work, and the Mayor 
is to be commended on what it has done, 
as it was he who selected the right men 
to do the right work. The members of the 
commission have not spared time nor la- 
bor to conduct the most exhaustive inves- 
tigation in order to get at the root of the 
evil, the congestion of this city, and to 
devise methods to relieve it with all its 
bad effects, morbidity and mortality, 
crime and delinquency, caused by the in- 
ability of wage earners to pay high rents, 
which prevail on account of capitalized 
congestion in land values, These can only 
be counteracted by putting the proper tax 
on land values and not on buildings, 
whereby the owners of land tmproved 
with buildings have practically been pen- 
alized, while people who held land out of 
use have been helped by the taxation 
system of the city. P 

Other factors to be considered are: 

The limitation of buildings in regard to 
cubage, height, &c.; the location and size 
of factories in various districts. Special 
attention has to be paid to tenements, 
their proper construction, to make them 
fireproof if possible. There should be 
proper inspection of buildings in regard 
to sanitary conditions, and the city should 
co-operate with charitable organizations 
in order to improve the condition of the 
needy population, that unsanitary rooms 
and apartments are vacated and their 
tenants provided with better living quar- 
ters. 

Existing transit lines should be extended 
into outlying, less populated districts, 
where the city should buy up land for 
schools and playgrounds, but early in an- 
ticipation of future needs, and in accord- 
amce with a systematic city plan. ‘ 

It also should not be overlooked that 
this city has to reckon. with an enormous 





timmigration, and the city should see ghat 


the Federal Government exercises close 
supervision over immigrants and adopt a 
policy of distribution similar to Canada’s 
system of handling immigrants. 

Also a National Labor Department 
should be created, establishing employ- 
ment exchanges and reporting on labor 
conditions throughout the country. Em-

Animosities Revealed by the Visit of 
Count Apponyl. 


To the Editor of The Netwr York Times: 

The readers of Tm New YorK Ties 
are the most intelligent and most typical 
Americans. People who lead in the professions 
and sciences, art and literature, business and 
finance, are among its readers. We Hunga- 
rian-Americans, if I can use this expressign, 
are very jealous of their good opinion. 

THE NEw YorkK TIMES, unconsciously and 
without any intention, has done us an in- 
justice. May we not hope then to have you 
allow us to present you the other side of the 
picture your correspondent, Anthony A. Am- 
brose, has presented to your readers. 

Mr. Ambrose, who signs himself ‘‘ Supreme 
President National Slavonic Society of the 
United States of America,’’ has written a let- 
ter to THE New YorK TIMES In connection 
with Count Apponyi’s, (the Hungarian peace 
advocate,) visit to this country, in which letter 
he doubts Count Apponyi’s sincerity in his 
mission, and in addition to which he makes a 
few grave statements which would reflect upon 
Hungary, and to refute which is the object of 
this letter. 

Mr. Ambrose {fs perfectly entitled to his pri- 
vate opinion about Count Apponyi, but he 
should not have made statements which would 
prejudice the most intelligent class of Ameri- 
cans against Hungary. 

Mr. Ambrose in his letter states that the 
Hunganmans have ‘been guilty of ths most 
brutdl oppression of other races and classes of 
Hungary,’® and characterizes one of Count 
Apponyi’s educational measures as ‘‘an in- 
famous educational law forcing the majority in- 
habiting Hungary to etudy of the Magyar 
language, to the neglect of all other instruc- 
tion.’’ 4 

What are the facts fn the case? The Slovaks 
and' Slavs inhabited Hungary for hundreds 
and hundreds of years, and yet, Mr. Ambrose 
hime@lf admits it in his letter, they cannot 
speak Hungarian. Is this ‘‘ oppression ’’ ? 
They live under the protection of the Hun- 
garian flag, and yet they were the first ones 
to turn against Hungary in 1848 in Hungary’s 
supreme effort for complete national inde- 
pendence. They have their own churches, their 
own representatives in Parliament, men of 
education, products of Hungarian schools, 
scions of families that HNved in Hungary for 
tens of generations, and yet who do not call 
themselves’ Hungarian Deputies, but Slovak 
Deputies. Is this oppression? 

Is it so criminal after all if Hungary insists 
that in these nationalistic schools of the Slavs, 
who are hostile toward the Hungarians and 
the Magyar tongue, the Hungarian language 
should also be taught? 

Sed what Germany has done in German Po- 
land and contrast with that the situation of 
the nationalities of Hungary. ° 

Can the nationalities of Hungary complain 
when men like Mr. Ambrose, whose original 
Hungarian name, it seem to me, was Am- 
brozy, &@ name honored in Hungary, (one of 
the Baron Ambrozys wag or is a councilor 
to the Austro-Hungarian Embassy at Washing- 
ton,) turn against Hungary? Is it not a sad re- 
flection upon Hungary’s tolerance and love of 
justice and chivalry that after hundreds and 
hundreds of years such movements are still 
possible? 

Would we Amertcans tolerate any National 
Slavonic societies or any other bodies to or- 
ganize their people against the United States? 
Wald it not be a National imbecility if we 
would have these people live here for hundreds 
and hundreds of, years, who even then would 
not call themselves Americans, but Slovaks or 
Slavs, or of whatever nationalities they may 
be? Would that not be a glorious proof of 
our being imbecile? Could those people, if we 
insisted on their learning English, be looked 
upon as ‘‘ being oppressed ’’ ? ae

TAXES AND INVESTMENTS. 
Thinks Inheritance Law Is Injuring 
This State. ' 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A careful comparison of inheritance 
taxes in the various States shows that 
ours takes the lead in oppressiveness, not 
only in its provisions but in its adminis- 
tration, over any of the older States. The 
old law was bad enough, but the amend- 
ments enacted by the special session of 
the Legislature called by Gov. Hughes 
have made it intolerable. That it was 
pressed through the Legislature and ap- 
proved by the Govérnor without sufficient 
consideration should be sufficient reason 
for its repeal. It is gratifying to learn 
that Gov. Dix, a man of ripe business ex- 
perience, {is in favor of such action. Let 
us hope that on further consideration he 
may decide to go into the consideration of 
the whole question of the inheritance tax 
de novo. 

Our State, not only on account of its 
leading position in the Union but be- 
cause it is the financial centre of the 
United States, the clearing house of the 
Nation, is called upon to inauguraté the 
reform. So radical an error on our part 
affects unfavorably the financial interests 
of the whole Republic. 

It is necessary for the proper develop- 
ment of our resources that our railroads, 
municipalities, and industrial enterprises 
Should be able to attract and use foreign 
capital. For several years there has been 
a growing disposition on the part of for- 
eign private investors to buy our bonds 
and stocks for their estates on account of 
the higher income realized. In the ag- 
gregate these investments are enormous. 

Under our present laws, in case of death 
their estates are obliged to pay an enor- 
mous tax if held in our State, and what Is 
worse, another tax to the State in which 
the company issuing the bonds or stock is 
incorporated. This, of course, does away 
with personal investments and they are 
being rapidly realized upon, and _ the 
money taken out of the country. This 
does not, of course, apply to corporations 
investing !n our securities, because they 
do not die. The personal investments of 
foreigners are more desirable as they are 
held, while those of corporations are lia- 
ble to be thrown upon the market, thus 
interfering with the sale of new securities 
coming upon the market.

A distinguished lawyer who has much 
practice in the settlement of estates has 
characterized the law as ‘‘an act to pun- 
ish thrift and to promote fraud, deceit, 
and forgery.” 

Another equally distinguished attorney 


has said in relation to the drastic meth- 
ods used by the State in enforcing it that 


The State arbitrarily insists upon its own 
interpretation of values and the _ settie- 
ment of an estate has about it more of the 
air of a criminal prosecution than of the 
arrangement of a business matter. 

Another attorney has stated that 

The reqvirements of the State in the 
matter of proofs and legal documents are 
so great that the fegal charges, including 
attorney’s fees, are so large as (*to 
make a serious inroad upon the capital of 
the estate, and it is a fair estimate that 
the expenses, Including the tax, will at 
least consume the income of the average 
estate for the first year after the death 
of the testator. 


No report has so far been made of the 


net annual revenue to the State after de- 
dueting the necessarily large expenses 
of administration, but it cannot be enough 
to offset the inconvenience and loss to the 
people, not to mention the loss of loyalty 
to law that is the inevitable result of op- 
pressive laws. 

Let us hope that Gov, Dix, in whose 
judgment and common sense we have the 
utmost confidence, after a careful con- 
sideration of the whole matter will de- 
cide that it is better to add a few mills 
to the general tax rate of the State than 
to continue a law that brings so much 
distress, confusion, and loss; that the 
State is sacrificing its dignity and pres- 
tige by fighting an unequal battle with 
women and children; and that it is far 
more legitimate to tax living issues than 
dead remainders.

Their Association There Is 
Little Hope Before 1913. 





DISCUSS CONGESTION ALSO

Crowding of the Sidewalks by Gar- 
ment-Makers as Far from Solution as 
Ever, Several Speakers Declare. 





The “uncivilized and wild westerim ap 
pearance’”’ of Fifth Avenue owing to the 
deplorable condition of its paving, and 
the problem of freeing it from the con- 
gestion due to the loitering of employes of 
cloak and garment factories, in the 
neighborhood of the avenue, was 4dis- 
cussed yesterday afternoon at a meeting 
of the Fifth Avenue Association in Aeo- 
lian Hall, 362 Fifth Avenue. Recommen- 
dations that the entire avenue be repaved 
were transmitted to Borough President 
McAneny who, in a letter to the associa- 
tion declared his desire to the same end. 
A representative of the retail garment 
dealers and one of the shopworkers them- 
selves took part in the discussion of the 
congestion of the avenue. R. G. Cooke 
rresiaed, and those present included 
Ernest Flagg, F. L. Perine, H. F. J. Por- 
ter, J. M. Gidding, William C. §pear, 
Alexander Reed, R. M. Hyde, John H. 
MacCracken, 8. Carman Harriott, Jacques 
Krakauer, H. Herbert Wheeler, Harold 
A. Caparn, Miss Evelyn Leonard, and 
Mrs. William B. Rice. 

The letter from Borough President Mc- 
Aneny, read by Mr. Cooke, explained 
that the present paving of Fifth Avenue 
from Ninth to Fifty-ninth and from 
EKightieth to Ninetieth Streets, was put 
down thirteen years ago under a fifteen- 
year contract of repair. Though the come- 
pany was bound promptly to repair every 


‘hole of the depth of half an inch or more, 


ithe Borough President stated it had been 
found difficult to enforce the provision 
literally, and moral suasion was chiefly 
relied upon. 

Such holes, said the Borough President, 
now make up the greater part of Fifth 
Avenue. Recourse:sto the courts, he said, 
probably would not improve, and might 
|'protract delays by the contractors mak- 
‘ing repairs. The city authorities, he said, 
hope to effect repairs as soon as weather 
conditions permit, 

‘1 believe the repaving of the entire 
avenue should be seriously considered,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ but I am doubtful whether a 
strat should be made before the present 
guarantee has expired, and the obligation 
of the company to keep the surface in a 
satisfactory state of repair up to the date 
of such expiration has been properly met. 

‘‘No foreign city haus anythin glike the 
amount of asphalt pavement New York 
has, and where such pavement is used, it 
is of a different type, known as rock 
asphalt, which is limestone impregnated 
with about’S or 10 per cent. of asphalt. 
This does not get out of repair as quickly 
as the asphait we use, which is sat 
bound together by the asphalt. My en- 
rineers are making a study of the differ- 
ent types of pavement and considering 
the feasibility of testing some of the for- 
eign types, though the question remains 
how far these will stand the unusual traf- 
fic of our streets. I retain my own opin- 
ion that the best solution will be found 
in the use of. closely cropped granite 


cubes.,.”’ | 

George F. Tillson of the Bureau of 
Highways declared that too frequent 
tearing up of streets was responsible for 
much of the damage to the pavement. 
Forty permits to tear up the streets and 
repair leaks were issued in one day to the 
gas companies alone, he said. } 

Ernest Flagg, who has made a thorour™ 
study of street pavements abroad, sa 
that in England, and especially in Liver- 
pool, the streets, paved with a stone of a 
kind not to be found here, were smooth as 
asphalt and withstood loads many times 
heavier than that in this city with abse- 
lute immunity and without a single rut. 
This, he said, was because the foundation 
in the English streets was of the best ma- 
terial and carefully laid to conform with 
the contour of the finished street, where- 
as here the foundations are poor and 
cheap and carelessly laid. The English 
eranite, he said, outlasts even the steel 
car tracks laid in it, while in this country 
the cheaper pavements prove infinitely 
more expensive in the heavy cost of con- 
stant repair, damage to horses and ve- 
hicles, and the necessary reduction of 
loads possible on them. 

“The system of making the contractor 
cuarantee to repair the streets is aiso 
vicious,” he said, ‘‘ for he includes in his 
bid the cost of probable repair and then 
tries to beat his estimate by repairing as 
little or as cheaply as possible, and refus- 
ing the repair until a sufficient area has 
been worn away to make repairing worth 
while.”’ 

The problem of loitering and congestion 
on Fifth Avenue was said,to be the most 
serious confronting the section, and the 
one ,apparently, which was furthest from 
solution. President Cooke asesrted that 
several conferences had been held between 
the association’s special committee, the 
cloak manufacturers, their employes, and 
the building owners. 

The report of the committee, presented 
by H. F. J. Porter, stated that little could 
be expected from the manufacturers and 
their employes, inasmuch as the needed 
co-operation between them was made im- 
possible by the recent strike, which had 
produced only a temporary peace. 

‘The representatives of the unioh whom 
we met.” it added, *‘ agreed to urge the 
@émployes to use both sides of the street, 
instead of one, and to frequent Union an 
Madison Squares, Park Commissioner 
Stover havin gagreed not to disturb them 
there if they do not congest the paths.” 

J. M.-Giddings, a retail garment dealer, 
said that the congestion had driven many 
good firms from Fifth Avenue to side 
streets, and that the congestion threatened 
to be just as bad in streets between 
Twenty-sixth and Thirty-second from 
Broadway to Fifth Avenue. 

‘The employes, bending all day over 
tables and benches in these shops, with 
big buildings shutting out their light and 
air,” he said, ‘naturally want to get, at 
the brief noon hour, a glimpse of life and 
a breath of air, and the avenue gives 
them this. They have to live and breathe 
as we do. 

‘Your organization, however, could do 
much by putting the matter up to the 
manufacturers, getting them to give their 
employes better quarters, with more air 
and light. Let them dispense with orna- 
mental fronts to their skyscrapers, and 
put recreation pavilions on the roof, or 
places where the employes ean sit down 
to eat. rest, and read. Otherwise, where 
ean the workers go but on the side- 
walks? ”’ 

Dr. MacCracken of: the Special Commit- 
tee, replied that the problem was not 
merely one of providing light and air for 
workers. They insisted, he said, on mak- 
ing Fifth Avenue a sort of mart, where 
they )discuss labor conditions and inform 
each'other where work may be obtained, 
for, he said, workers shifted from place 
to lace every week or SO. 

Mr.. Porter also said that unions, em- 
ployers, and employment agencies alike 
had reported the unwillingness of the em- 
ployes to waive their privilege of gather- 
ing in the avenue or to he eontent in 
places provided for them. Some empioy- 
ers, he said, have opened lunch rooms, 
but the men prefer to visit cheaper places 
in the street, especially, as in some cases, 
where lunch rooms are farmed out to fore- 
men to conduct. 
“We have repeatedly invited represent- 
atives of the employers, the unions, and 
their joint boards to visit our meetings, 
he said, ‘‘ but they do not come. They 
side-step every one of these meetings. 
We must arerk some pressure upon them 
to get them to do so.”

IN PHILADECPHIA 


Chicago Company Direciors to 
Confer Here on Plan to Make 
Philadelphians Liquidate.

MAY WITHDRAW COMPANY

Owlng to Phitadelphia Deficit This 


Season WIIl Show a Loss—Propose 
to Tour Far West Next Winter. 





The controlling factors in the Philadel- 
phia-Chicago Opera Company will hold a 
meeting here next Friday afternoon to 
confer on measures to be adopted regard- 
ing the operatic situation in Philadelphia, 
It is believed that a proposal addressed 
to the officers of the Metropolitan Opera 
House Company of Philadelphia will be 
the result of the meeting. 

Harold F. McCormick, President; Clar- 
ence H. Mackay, Otto H. Kahn, Philip 
M. Lydig, and H. Rogers Winthrop are 
regarded as the most influential Directors 
of the affairs of the Chicago Company, 


and it is said that all of them wilil be 
present at the conference. 

None of these men will discuss the sub- 
ject for publication, but it is believed that 
the Philadelphians will be informed that 
unless some satisfactory arrangement 18 
made to liquidate losses incurred at the 
Bread and Poplar Streets house this sea- 
son the Chicago Company will not be 
taken to that city again. Suggestions to 
this effect have been made rather point- 
edly within the last few days for the 
benefit of E, T. Stotesbury and his asso- 
ciates on the board: of the Metropolitan 
Opera House Company of Philadelphia. 
Thus far nothing has been heard from 
them. This may be due to the fact that 


There is considerable speculation among 
those who are familiar with opera af- 
fairs in this city concerning the attitude 
which will be assumed by the stockhold- 
ers in the Philadelphia company, particu- 
larly those who subscribed $10,000 each 
for shares in the Opera House corpora- 
tion for the privilege of subscribing for a 
box for the season.

CHICAGO, March 7.—‘‘ The rumor that 
the Philadelphia season is to be brought 
to a close this week is not true,’ said a 
Director of the Chicago Grand Opera 
Company last night. ‘It is true that the 
business in that city has been very dis- 
couraging. For that reason we contem- 
plate making our company a strictly 
Western company next season and give 
no operas in Philadelphia. Business in 
Baltimore and New York has been enor- 
'mous. We may give a few performances 
in those cities next season, but it will 
be under the name of the Chicago Grand 
Opera Company, and not the Philadelphia- 
Chicago Grand Opera Company, which it 
has been called while playing in the East 
this season, merely to satisfy the civic 
pride of Philadelphia. 

“As a result of the deficit which the 
Philadelphia engagement has brought, the 
balance sheet for the whole season will 
likewise show a loss, instead of the gain 
we had confidently counted on: Another 
season, however, with-good business con- 
tinuously, we should make a splendid 
showing.”’ 

Already the season seat sale at the 
Auditorium for next Winter is several 
times in excess of this season’s. To off- 
set the bad business in Philadelphia this 
season an innovation is planned by the 
Directors for next Winter. Reports that 
residents of the Pacific Coast and the 
West in general are longing for real 
grand opera and that the Chicago brand 
will be welcomed with open pocketbooks 
having reached the ears of the Directors 
of the opera company, a tour of the big 
cities west of Chicago is under considera- 


tion. 

In addition to St. Paul, Milwaukee, and 
St. Louis, where very successful engage- 
ments were layed this season, it is 
'Dlanned to include Seattle, Portland, San 
Francisco, Denver, and Kansas City the 
coming geason. Negotiations with repre- 
sentative citizens in these cities have con- 
vinced the Directors that such a tour 
would be exceptionally profitable. The 
Far Western Cities, it is understood, would 
follow the example of three Middle West 
cities. played this season by the company 
and guarantee certain receipts.

New Pleces by Schillings and Glazu- 
now—Mr. Splering Conducts. 


The Philharmonic Society gave _ its 
fourteanth concert in the regular series 
last evening in Carnegie Hall. Mr. Mah- 
ler was still ill, and unable to conduct, 
and his place was filled, as it has been 
at the last preceding concerts of the so- 
ciety, by Mr. Spiering, the concert mas- 
ter. He has already shown his compe- 
tence in this capacity, and he obtained 


results in many ways excellent last even- 
ing. It is true that Mr. Mahler’s master 
hand, the weight of his authority, and 
his stimulating personality were missed, 
if in nothing else, in the precision and 
finish of some especially of the new com- 
positions #hat were played. 

These included the introduction to the 
third act of Max Schillings’s opera, ‘‘ Der 
Pfeiffertag,’”’ and a tone poem by Glazu- 
now, called ‘‘ Le Printemps.”’ The more 
familiar numbers were the overture to 
Weber’s ‘‘Der Freischiitz,’”’ Schubert’s 
unfinished symphony, and Strauss’s tone 
poem, ‘‘ Tod und Verkilarung.” Mr. 
George Hamlin, tenor, was the soloist. 
He sang three songs by Strauss with 
orchestral accompaniment, The first of 
these, ‘‘ Verfiihrung,” is one of Strauss’s 
orchestral songs; the others, ‘* Freund- 
liche Vision ’’ and **‘ Heimliche Aufforde- 
rung,” are songs with piano accompani- 
ments which have been arranged for or- 
chestra by Frederick A. Stock, conductor 
of the Chicago Orchestra. It must be 
confessed that in one respect at Jeast Mr. 
Stock’s orchestration is better than 
Strauss’s, in that it does not overwhelm 
the voice. The orchestral part of “ Ver- 
‘fiihrung,” while it is rich and full of in- 
teresting details, is overladen, and the 
singer has a hard struggle with it. Mr. 
Hamlin sang with much passion and on- 
thusiasm, and with a keenly intelligent 
'nterpretation of the music, 

Schillings’s prelude is music that shows 
creative promptings, something more than 
technical skill and manipulation. It has 
some obviously dramatic suggestions that 
would no doubt be clearer and more for- 
cible were the music heard in its place 
in the drama. There is some fine orches- 
tral color, and the gradual change of mood 
from lamentation, the feeling of bitter- 
ness and regret, to one of jubilation is 
managed with skill. Glazunow’s ‘‘ Spring ”’ 
fantasy made no very severe demands 
upon the appreciative powers of the list- 
eners. Some pleasing but not deeply sig- 
nificant melody, some hints of nature, 
the song of birds, various native wood- 
notes wild, are developed in this piece 
with the fluency and facility of one who 
has the technique of his medium at his 
fingers’ ends. They will burden nobody’s 
mind, perhaps, for long after the final 
cadence has been played.

ANTONIO FOGAZZARO DEAD. 


itallan Author Who Offended the Vati- 
can Asked for Last Communion. 


VENICE, March 7—Antonio Fogazza- 


ro, the author, died to-day. He had been 
ill for several days and recently under- 
went an operation for cancer of the liver. 
For a day or two the patient appeared to 
be improving, but yesterday he suffered a 
rélapse. 

This was followed by a slight change for 
the better and the novelist lingered 
through the night. An hour before death 
came Fagazzaro murmured to a nun who 
was nursing him, ‘‘ Bring me the .last 
communion.’”’ From the next room where 
he had waited a Franciscan monk entered, 
and Fogazzaro’s wife, daughters, and 
other relatives and friends knelt sobbing 
at the bedside. The grief of the others 
noticeably affected the dying man, who, 
placing a hand upon the head of his 
daughter Maria, said: ‘‘ Do not be afraid. 
I asked myself for the last communion.” 

It was too late, however, for as he 

spoke, the man who in his writings had so 
frequently given offense to the Vatican 
lapsed into unconsciousness, and the only 
office left to the monk was that of ad- 
ministering extreme unction. 
_ Fogazzaro’s best known novel, “TI 
Santo,’ which appeared five years ago, 
treated a religious matter in such a lib- 
eral manner that it was placed under the 
ban by the Holy See. 


When, in the Summer of 1906, G. P. 
Putnam's Sons brought out an English 
translation of Fogazzaro’s ‘Il Santo,” 
after it had been rejected by three other 
New York publishers, they did so with 
many misgivings—not on account of any 
doubt of literary excellence of the 
novel, but’ because the author was com- 
paratively unknown to readers of Eng- 
lish, and from the fact that the contro- 
versial théme of the story had slight 
meaning for American Roman Catholics 
and scarcely any for the general public. 
The story of ‘“‘The Saint’’ was woven 
around the struggle going on in Italy bhe- 
tween Christian Democracy and the Ro- 
man Hierarchy. It meant the same thing 
to Italians that Mrs. Humphry Ward's 
“Robert Elsmere’? had meant to High 
and Low Church Englishmen eighteen 
years before. : 

Nevertheless ‘“‘The Saint’ was pub- 
lished here, and at first received an aca- 
demic success and then a widespread pop- 
ularity; for, meanwhile, the censors of 
the Vatican had placed it upon the “ In- 
dex Librorum Prohibitorum ’’—an adver- 
tisement annoying to Fogazzaro as a sin- 
cere Roman Catholic, but ardently craved 
by other writers of controversial ecclesias- 
tical fiction. With the success of ‘‘ The 
Saint ’’ assured in America, its two prede- 
cessors. ‘‘ Piccolo Mondo Antico” and 
‘*Piccolo Mondo Moderno,’’ were also 
translated and published, but with indif- 
ferent success here. And that ts about all 
the acquaintance Americans have with 
See great Italian novelist who has just 

ed. 

Fogazzaro was born in 1842, just outside 
of Vicenza, and practically passed all his 
life in the solitude of the Berici hills. 

He wrote and published in all eighteen 
volumes in prose and verse, nearly all of 
which have passed through seven or eight 
editions. With the trilogy above men- 
tioned, ‘‘ Daniele Cortis’’ is reckoned 
among his most {mportant novels; this 
book may, in a*way, be considered the 
sequel of “Il Santo,’ since it déals with 
an alliance of the Quirinal and the Vat- 
ican which is to inaugurate a great era 
of social reform. His last novel, ‘‘ Leila,’’ 
came from the press a few weeks ago. 


WILSON DE PEYSTER DEAD. 


Member of Old New York Family That 
Lived In West Fourteenth Street. 


Wilson de Peyster, a member of one of 
the oldest and most prominent families in 


the city, being tn the seventh generation 
from Johannes de Peyster, the founder of 
the family in this city, died early yester- 
day morning at his home, 80 East Seven- 
ty-ninth Street. 

Mr. de Peyster was the son of the late 
James de Peyster and Emily Maria Liv- 
ingston, who lived for many years at 163, 
later changed to 137, West Fourteenth 
Street, between Sixth and Seventh Ave- 
nues. It was one of the last of the houses 
downtown to have grounds of its own, 
with a survival of a front yard, tn which 
the family cow was usually tiéd to graze. 

Johannes de Peyster, front whom Mr. de 
Peyster descended, was a wealthy mer- 
chant living in Winckel, or Shop Street, 
now Whitehall Street, opposite Bowling 
Green. Col. Abraham de Peyster, his son, 
from whom Wilson de Peyster descends, 
was Mayor of New York in 1692. The de 
Peyster family in this city has always 
had wealth and influence, with social 
rank among the first in the State. With 
most of the noted families of the State it 
has been allied by marriage. ‘hese in- 
clude the Van Cortlandts, LAvingstons, 
Reades, Beekmans, and Schuylers. 


EX-SENATOR OWENS DEAD. 


Passes Away at His Home After a 
Long Illness from Blood-Poisoning. 


’ Ex-State Senator James Owens died yes- 


terday at his home, 48 Kast 129th Street, 
of blood poisoning. Mr. Owens had been 
ill since last Sept. 16, when at the Grand 
Army of the Republic reunion in Atlantic 
City he cut his foot. Since then he had 
been out of his house only twice, once to 
register and once to cast his ballot at the 
last election, 

Mr. Owens was attended by Dr. John 
Dwyer of New Rochelle and Dr. C. R. 
Ellison of 206 East 116th Street, who said 
that he had never recovered fully from 
an operation for the removal of a tumor 
in his back, seven vears ago. In his 
weakened condition he was unable to 
throw off the blood poisoning.

of Torpedo Boat Porter in Spanish War. |

Cc. Fremont dropped dead here to-night. 


Rear Admiral John C. Fremont, U. S&S. 
N.; was one of the best known flag offi- 
cers in the navy, and had been a Rear 
Prior to reach- 
ing flag rank he was the Captain of the 
battleship Mississippi and was in com- 
mand of that vessel when she visited 
Vicksburg to receive the silver plate given 
by that State, one of the more elaborate

the Confederacy. 

The portrait of the Confederate Presi-

Larger Cars vs. Smalier Earnings. 


It is several years since railroad offi- 
cials began saying that the limit of in- 
creased capacity of railroad equipment 
had been practically reached, but the 
effort further to increase it has gone on 
steadily ever since, despite these predic- 
tions that further success along this line 
Was improbable. The Mallet engine has 
supplied a locomotive with power greater 
than any dreamed of not many years ago, 
and the 100,000-pound freight car has be- 
come a standard instead of being regard- 
ed as an ideal. Now comes the report 
that still larger freight cars are likely to 
be constructed by several Eastern lines 
with a view to effecting further economy 
in “transportation, thus offsetting in- 
creased expense by increased capacity. 
There is a limit, of course, to the size of 
cars and the power of locomotives, but 
eack year leads railroad men to name a 
still higher figure as marking this limit.

Lackawanna Not Represented, 

The dispatches from Washington telling 
that Walker D. Hines attended Monday's 
conference of railroad men with the In- 
ter-state Commerce Commission as the 
representative of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western brought forth an ex- 
planation vesterday that he did not act for 
the Lackawanna, but for another Eastern 
road. The incident calls attention to the 
fact that the Lackawanna has taken a 
very inconspicuous part in the effort to 
get higher rates. In the course of the 
investigation and of the commission's 
opinion in the rate cases much emphasis 
was laid on the earnings which the rail- 
roads show on their capital stock. Ad- 
mittedly the Lackawanna, from this point 
of view, would have a hard time making 
out a case in-favor of increased rates, 
earning, as it does, upward of 40 per 
cent, on its stock. The stock is admit- 
tediy small for a property as valuable as 
the Lackawanna, but this fact does not 
stand out in a tabulation of the percent- 
ag@ges earned by the railroads on their 
stock, and when that feature of the rail- 
roads’ showing is receiving special atten- 
tion it would evidently be inexpedient for 
the Lackawanna to take a prominent part 
in the proceedings. The Lackawanna 
justified its increases on entirely different 
grounds, but it remains a fact that it has 
not sought the prominence in the proceed- 
ings which would be suggested by the 
road's participation in the conference 
which was held with the commission in 
Washington on Monday.

McGrath, Who Found Walker in 
His Home, Says Intruder 
Fired at Him First. 





TRIAL FOR ASSAULT BEGUN 





Victim Was Invited to Dréss a Christ- 
mas Tree by ex-Champion Hammer- 
Thrower’s Wife, Prosecutor Contends.

Policeman Matthew J. MeGrath of the 
Hamilton Avenue, Brooklyn Police Sta- 
tion, former champion hammer thrower 
of America, was put on trial yesterday 
before Judge Dike, in the Kings County 
Court, for shooting George Walker, whom 
he found in his home, 708 East Fifth 
Street, Flatbush, on Christmas morning 
last, The policeman claims that Walker 
was an intruder and that in defending 
the sanctity of his home he shot him. Mc- 
Grath also declares that Walker shot him 
¥girst. Walker denies both assertions, He 
says he was invited by Mrs. McGrath to 
help her dress a Christmas tree. 

After a jury was sworn, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Martin outlined his case. 
He said he would prove that Walker and 
McGrath were acaquaintanees and that 
Walker had visited the policeman’s home 
on two cther occasions before Christ- 
mas when witnesses were present. 

In describing the attack on Walker 
Martin said that after bursting into the 
room McGrath pointed his revolver at 
Walker and backed him against the wall. 
At the same time he felt Walker’s pock- 
ets to see that he had no weapon, Then, 
he said, McGrath exclaimed: 

‘*Get down on your knees, 
Walker, for you are going to die.” 

‘*‘No I won't get down On my knees, 
Walker repled, ‘‘for I have done noth- 
ing wrong.” 

McGrath struck Walker three times 
with a blackjack, said Martin, and 
th¢n emptied his revoiver at him, firing 
five shots, nearly all of which struck 
Walker. After the shooting, he said Mc- 
Grath ferced Walker to walk to the Park- 
ville Police Station, where he told Lieut. 
John Altenbach that Walker was under 
arrest, cnarged with ‘ unlawful entry.’ 
McGrath then placed two revolvers on 
the desk in front of the Lieutenant, one 
of which he said was Walker's. 

The weapon he said was Walker’s had 
two discharged chambers, while 
Grath's revolver contained all discharged 
cartridges. 

Lieut. Altenbach, one of the first wit- 
nesses, testified that McGrath told him 
Walker fired two shots at him, but later 
changed this statement and said that 
Walker fired only one. He testified that 
Walker while standing in front of the 
disk complained of suffering great pain 
and an ambulance was called and took 
Walker to the Kings County Hospital, 
where for a time it was feared he would | 
die 

McGrath was allowed to go home with 
Sergt. Dempsey. An hour later the Lieu-| 
tenant said he was informed that Walker 
wanted to make a charge of assault 
ggainst McGrath, The latter was brought 
to the station house and placed under | 
arrest on that charge. ' 

Other witnesses who testified were 
lergt. Dempsey, Dr. Thomas Bristow of | 
he Kings County Hospital, and Arthur 
Curtis. a negro porter. 

Dr. Bristow testified that Walker had | 
received one shot in the left foot, and the! 
others in his side. Curtis said Walker | 
was at Wood's Hotel in Ocean Parkway | 
when Mrs. McGrath called there and 
asked for him at 10:30 o'clock on Christ- 
mas eve, He said the two left there to- 
gether. 

McGrath's counsel contends that his

THAW’S COUNSEL 
APPEALS TO DIX 


Clarence J. Shearn Informs the 
Governor He Is Being Perse- 
cuted at Matteawan. 








TAKEN AWAY 





He Set the Nugent Investigation Going 
and Is Being Punished for It, 
Says the Lawyer. 





Special to The New York Times. ‘ 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 7.—Clarence J. 
Shearn, as counsel for Harry K. Thaw, 
wrote to Gov. Dix to-day calling his at- 
tention to the instances of alleged neglect 
of duty, maladministration, and abuse of 
power brought out in the Nugent case in 
connection with the management of the 
Matteawan State Asylum for the Insane, 
where Thaw is confined, and asks him to 
take action thereon. Mr. Shearn puts the 
responsibility up ye the State Superin- 
tendent of Prisons, C. V. Collins, and Dr. 


Albert Warren maak President of the 
State Lunacy Commission. 

In his letter Mr. Shearn charges that 
punishment was meted out to Thaw be- 
cause he was instrumental in having the 
recent investigation started into the meth- 
ods of the asylum. He recites the his- 
tory of the McDonald-Anderson case, 
which is already being investigated, and 
states that because Thaw made a com- 
plaint of the case extra and unnecessary 
restrictions were placed about the visits 
of Thaw's mother to him. He also accuses 
Supt. Lamb of the institution of inflicting 
further punitive treatment on Thaw be- 
cause the Superintendent became con- 
vinced that Thaw was responsible for the 
publicity attending the Nugent case. 

As punishment for Thaw’s aHeged con- 
nection with this case Mr. Shearn com- 
plains that an order has been issued pro- 
hibiting Thaw from having any confer- 
ence or conversation with his (Mr. 
Shearn’s) representative except in the 
presence and hearing of a keeper, and 
also requiring that all letters between 
Thaw and his counsel shall be read by 
the hospital's authorities, although the 
authorities are aware that Mr. Shearn has 
been retained as Thaw's counsel in a 
court proceeding to test Thaw’s mental 
eondition. 

In closing his appeal to the Governor, 
Mr. Shearn says: 

‘IT am confident that you will take 
prompt and effective action in the premi- 
ses. In the meantime, I protest ageynst 
the enforcement of these Srintrary an 
unjust orders against Mrs. Thaw v siting 
her son as she has been permitted to do 
for years past, and against interference 
with Thaw’s mail and with his right to 
consult counsel.
